An  example  of  the  constructive  work 
that  a  trade  association  can  do  for  its 
ineinhership  is  the  weekly  Twin  City 
Graphic,  issued  hy  Printing  Industry 
of  Twill  Cities,  Inc.,  2645  University 
Ave..  .St.  Paul,  Minn. 

F^ach  issue  contains  timely  hits  of 
information  for  memliers,  hut  the  first 
|>age  is  usually  devoted  to  a  pertinent 
editorial.  e  do  not  know'  if  William 
H.  (Hill)  Gary,  secretary-manager,  or 
'omeone  on  his  staff,  writes  these  edi¬ 
torials,  hut  thev  invariahlv  ring  the 
liell. 

The  following  appeared  in  the  I)e- 
cemher  12  issue  of  Twin  City  Graphic: 

“Some  printers  today  look  on  trade 
houses  and  supply  firms  as  a  necessary 
evil  -  one  that  thevM  just  as  well  lie 
w  ilhout. 

"Well-run,  successful  traile  and  suji- 
ply  firms  are  excellent  assets  to  a  grow¬ 
ing  firm  and  an  ahsolute  necessity  in  a 
growing  printing  center. 

"Would  it  be  possible  for  a  printer 
today  to  stock  all  the  different  grades, 
weights  and  types  of  paper,  spare  parts, 
rollers,  typefaces  and  other  items  he 
regularly  needs  to  please  particular 
customers? 

"flow  many  printing  firms  do  you 
know  which  have  grown  and  prospered 
because  some  supplier  gave  them  a 
’boost’  during  the  first  years  of  their 
operation,  or  allowed  them  material  on 
credit  beyond  reason  during  the  de¬ 
pression  ’50’s? 

"Paper  houses,  hinders,  electrotyjt- 
ers,  photoengravers,  typesetters,  lit  ho 
platemakers  anti  trade  press  plants  to¬ 
day  make  it  possible  for  small  and 
large  firms  to  deliver  hundreds  of  dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  work  to  customers  which 
wouldn’t  he  possible  if  the  printer  had 


to  juirchase  all  the  eipiipment  or  stock 
all  the  material  necessary. 

“These  firms  also  assist  aggressive 
management  to  research  new  sales 
fields  without  equipment  investment: 
they  allow'  a  growing  plant  extra  equip¬ 
ment  and  men  to  do  overflow  work 
w'hich  avoids  overtime  and  increases 
profit. 

"Other  advantages  are  obvious:  Most 
trade  plants  are  specialty  houses  that 
do  the  same  type  of  work  over  and  over. 
They  have  people  trained  in  these  par¬ 
ticular  tasks  and  many  times  the  por¬ 
tion  of  the  order  which  they  couqdete 
is  done  much  more  cheajdy  than  it 
could  he  done  in  the  printer’s  jdant 
where  volume  would  he  low  and  non¬ 
productive  hours  high. 

“W  hen  a  job  goes  to  a  tratle  house, 
the  printer  doesn't  have  to  worry  about 
building  volume  enough  to  keep  per¬ 
sonnel  busy  for  a  full  week.  He  only 
|)ays  for  the  number  of  hours  he  neeils. 
In  addition,  he  doesn't  have  squahhle> 
over  vacations,  holidays,  unemployment 
compensation,  overtime  distribution. 
Trade  houses  that  operate  properly  are 
cme  of  the  greatest  assets  to  a  modern 
firm. 

“ffave  you  ever  run  a  survey  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  certain  ilepartments  pay 
their  way.  or  if  you  could  buy  outside 
cheaper?  The  pride  of  doing  ‘all’  the 
job  in  your  own  (ilant  is  natural,  but 
this  pride  could  be  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  profit  or  loss  in  some  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  plants.  Money  in  the  bank  is 
more  important  than  machinery  in  the 
plant. 

“While  on  this  subject:  How  many 
trade  houses  and  suppliers  do  you  pur¬ 
chase  from  who  aren’t  members  of 
PFTG?  Encourage  them  to  join  NOW  !’’

Curtis  actually  began 
experimenting  with  changes 
in  makeready  procedure 
about  thirty  years  ago.  but 
the  introduction  of  precision, 
high-speed  presses  really 
outmoded  the  then  current 
method.  This  is  the  story 
of  the  pioneering  of  level- 
impression  printing  by 
Curtis  Publishing  Company, 
and  how  this  led  to  the 
adoption  of  standard, 
precision  pre-press 
procedure  which  resulted 
in  uniform  print  quality. 


I  T  IS  GENKH.M.LY  assumed  that 
*  level  impression  printing  and  high¬ 
speed  presses  made  their  debut  to¬ 
gether  in  the  fall  of  19.'T8.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  first  modifications  of  our 
makeready  which  eventually  evolved 
into  level  impression  printing  ante¬ 
dated  the  high-^peed  presses  by  several 
years. 

The  transition  to  Hat  packings  and 
electrotypes  was  cautious  and  sporadic 
at  its  inception.  We  did  not  do  an 
about-face,  turning  our  hacks  on  a 
process  which  had  proven  its  worth 
since  1908. 

The  Seictemher  Ladies’  Home  Jour¬ 
nal  of  that  year  carried  its  first  four- 
color  insert  printed  from  McKee  treated 
|)lates.  The  fourth  cover  of  the  Octo¬ 
ber  lOO.T  issue  was  in  four  colors.  The 
patent  for  the  McKee  process  was 
granted  April  11,  190.i.  This  cover 
may  have  been  printed  from  treated 
plates  hut  the  record  does  not  spe¬ 
cifically  record  that  fact.  Continued 
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vv  e  consider  the  typographical  appearance  of  our  printed  advertisements  very  important.”  says 
Frank  E.  Powers.  Director  of  Typtography,  J.  Walter  Thompson  Company.  He  adds.  “Naturally  we 
insist  on  the  liest  typography  possible. 


First,  we  select  type  of  fine  design,  having  qualities  of  good  visibility  and  sustained  readability.  Typre 
must  be  of  the  proper  tone  and  depth  to  print  well.  It  should  look  right  in  combination  with  the  art.

Tile  initial  deviatiuns  from  !>tandard 
practire  originated  with  the  immediate 
pressroom  supervision  as  a  matter  of 
expediency  during  the  late  1920’s.  At 
that  time  the  chalk  overlays  for  the 
top  multicolor  cylinders*  were  carefully 
fileil  in  the  press  table  drawers  instead 
of  being  hung  in  the  packings.  This 
tleparture  from  established  makeready 
I)rocedure  was  not  a  whimsey  without  a 
purpose.  It  was  motivated  by  the  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  chalk  overlay  to  jtrovide 
print  ecjual  in  (juality  to  that  secured 
with  a  flat  [lacking.  Despite  this  in¬ 
controvertible  evidence,  we  reverted  to 
the  chalk  overlay.  I  hus  the  flat-pack¬ 
ing  seed  lay  dormant  while  its  counter- 
[lart  of  level  impression  printing,  the 
flat  electroty|ie.  was  just  a  stage  in  its 
[ire[iaration  for  McKee  treatment. 

Omits  Chalk  Overlay  on  Black  Plate 

.'sometime  after  the  chalk  overlay 
episode,  treated  plates  moved  to  the 

‘  U’eh-fed  sheet  delii  ery  pei  jecliiig  presses 
which  printed  two  colors  on  the  "top" 
side,  jour  colors  on  the  bottom  side.  The 
two-color  side  was  heat  dried:  the  four- 
color  side,  wax  sprayed. 


center  of  the  stage  via  a  four-color 
Post  first  cover.  I'he  main  illustration 
was  a  huge  black  hear.  The  three  color 
[dates  were  rather  full  and  the  black 
[ilate  carried  a  slight  stipple.  When 
the  black  plate  was  under  impression, 
it  s([uashed  and  mi.\ed  the  black  ink 
with  the  first  three  colors  down  and 
the  end  result  was  a  cinnamon  bear. 
An  examination  of  the  print  further 
revealed  that  the  ink  had  mounded 
around  the  stip[)les  higher  than  the 
wax  globules  which  had  been  sprayed 
onto  the  sheet  to  prevent  offsetting. 
A  check  of  the  [irint  on  trucks  showed 
offsetting  as  well  as  sticky  stock.  .After 
exhausting  the  full  gamut  of  make- 
ready  a*ljustment,  roller  setting,  ink. 
etc.,  it  was  decided  to  try  a  flat  black 
plate.  The  hear  became  black  and  the 
offsetting  disappeared. 

The  fiat  black  electrotype,  a  compo¬ 
nent  [lart  of  level  impression  printing, 
did  not,  like  the  chalk  overlay,  wither 
on  the  vine.  It  [iroved  its  worth,  handi¬ 
capped  as  it  was  in  the  beginning  with 
a  [mint  sheet  hung  in  the  packing.  This 
handica[)  became  more  and  more  ap¬ 
parent  as  treatment  was  eliminated 
from  the  remaining  three-color  process 
[date*.  It  was  officially  eliminated  in 
1942  when  flat  makeready  became 
standard  procedure  on  our  multicolor 
(iresses. 

This  premise  was  [iresented  to  illus¬ 
trate  the  fact  that  necessity  is  the 
mother  of  level  impression  [irinting. 
ft  was  a  clandestine  affair  which  did 
not  receive  official  recognition  until 
three  years  after  the  XX  presses*  had 
been  in  operation.  It  also  shows  that 
it  and  our  high-speed  presses  did  not 
make  their  bow  together.

Others  devious  and  (juestionahle.  Sur¬ 
prising  as  it  may  seem,  these  diverse 
approaches  achieve  tlie  same  end  result 
of  proof  duplication.  They  also  obviate 
the  possibility  of  any  controversy  over 
the  “best"  inakeready  metbod  or  meth¬ 
ods.  The  "best”  of  l‘X)8  is  not  the 
"best”  (d  lyoS.  W  hat  the  “best”  will 
be  in  1W8  remains  to  be  seen. 

Precision  Press  Requires 
Precision  Makeready 

Turning  back  to  reality  from  the 
portals  of  the  twenty-first  century,  we 
return  to  In  October  of  that  year 

our  first  bigb-siieed  W  press*  took  its 
place  on  the  production  line.  It  imme¬ 
diately  became  apparent  that  neither 
inakeready  system  with  which  we  were 


familiar  would  do  as  it  stood.  Here 
was  a  machine  which  was  the  symbol 
of  precision.  The  cylinders  were 
mounted  in  self-aligning  pre-loaded 
spherical  bearings.  Our  older-type 
presses  had  sleeve  bronze  bushings. 
The  ink  rollers  were  mounted  in  ball¬ 
bearings  as  opposed  to  babbitt  metal 
bushings.  Contrasts  such  as  these  were 
just  as  marked  in  every  other  detail 
of  manufacture.  The  comparison  fol- 
loweil  through  to  makeready.  The  pre¬ 
cision  built  into  this  [iress  required  a 
precision  makeready.  I'he  inherent  tol¬ 
erance  would  not  suffice. 

-Makeready  was  not  the  only  iron 
in  the  fire.  Behind  the  lack  of  an  ade- 
cpiate  [irocedure  was  the  want  of  uni¬ 
form  components  on  which  to  estab¬ 
lish  it.  This  included  electrotypes, 
makeready  stock,  paper  and  the  insep¬ 
arable  twins:  rollers  and  ink.  Another 
version  of  “For  want  of  a  nail  ...  a 
kingdom  was  lost.” 

Cast-curved  Electrotype  Experiments 

.lust  as  we  hardly  knew  where  to 
start  then,  let  history  rejteat  and  begin 
with  electrotypes.  Cast-curved  electro¬ 
type  equipment  was  ordered  for  deliv¬ 
ery  with  the  presses  as  were  hot  and 
cold  plate  forming  saddles  or  boxes. 
Experience  bail  proven  that  mechani¬ 
cally  curved  plates  did  not  lie  flat  on 
the  plate  cylinders.  They  tended  to 
straighten  out  at  the  head  and  foot,  a 
characteristic  which  led  to  the  practice 
of  slightly  increasing  the  arc  so  that  the 
jilates  were  high  in  the  middle  and 
were  sjirung  between  the  catches. 

The  arc  of  the  cnrved-cast  electro¬ 
type  conformed  exactly  with  the  press

ryliiuler  arc.  This  insured  the  Hat- 
plate  lay  which  was  essential  to  with¬ 
stand  the  alternate  impression  and  cen- 
trifiipal  forces  exerted  upon  it  by  high¬ 
speed  printing.  It  would  have  worked 
had  we  not  paid  any  attention  to  that 
siren  —  plate  treatment,  ^e  had  had 
years  of  experience  in  treating  flat  elec¬ 
trotypes  .165  thick.  The  high-speed 
press  electrotype  was  .195  and  was 
curved.  Two  hurdles  high  enough  to 
discourage  all  but  those  dedicated  to 
its  perpetuation.  Some  there  were  and 
their  will  prevailed  against  all  odds. 

The  first  approach  was  the  mounting 
of  a  treating  mat  on  the  plate  as  it 
passed  through  the  knuckle  shaver. 
This  method  accounted  for  a  maximum 
of  .002  or  .003  between  the  highlights 
and  solids  as  against  .008  secured  on 
the  .165  flat  electrotype.  This  was  not 
all  it  accounted  for  either.  Add  to  this 
plate  ilistortion  which  could  not  be 
eliminated  by  hot  boxing  and  conse- 
(juently  showed  up  in  the  print. 

The  next  effort  was  to  mount  the 
treating  mat  on  the  plate  and  insert 
into  the  hot  box.  By  the  time  the  .195 
plate  became  soft  enough  to  respond  to 
tbe  mat  through  pressure,  it  was  too 
soft  to  hold  more  than  .002  differentia¬ 
tion.  This  again  was  not  adequate  to 
api>ease  the  treatment  addicts  and  was 
tliscontinued. 

"Plate  of  Tomorrow" 

You  would  have  thought  that  these 
excursions  had  been  far  enough  afield 
to  satisfy  the  most  faithful,  but  not  so. 

e  now  really  embarked  on  uncharted 
■seas  aboard  “the  plate  of  tomorrow.” 
“The  plate  of  tomorrow”  was  a  hard 
plate.  The  favorite  pastime  of  its  origi¬ 
nator  was  to  lecture  on  its  merits  and 
dramatize  its  worth  by  throwing  it  on 
the  platform,  jumping  up  and  down  on 
it,  picking  it  up,  tapping  it  with  a  stick. 


It  rang  like  a  bell  and  announced  in 
sonorous  tones,  “Gentlenien,  here  is 
truly  the  plate  of  tomorrow.”  All  this 
proved  was  that  here  was  an  electro¬ 
type  good  for  everything  except  print¬ 
ing. 

The  method  of  hardening  was  the 
universally  accepted  one,  but  its  use  in 
this  phase  of  the  graphic  arts  was  singu¬ 
lar.  The  plate  was  exposed  to  460 
degrees  F.  for  fifteen  minutes  and  then 
plungeil  into  56  degrees  F.  water.  The 
range  on  the  scleroscope  was  four  to 
twelve.  The  hardness  of  the  extra  plates 
was  somewhat  higher  than  this  as  it  in¬ 
creased  several  points,  depending  up¬ 
on  the  length  of  time  they  stood  around. 

These  hardened  plates  were  unsat¬ 
isfactory  on  every  count.  They  did  not 
fit  the  cylinder,  they  rocked  under  im¬ 
pression,  they  cracked  and  they  devel¬ 
oped  worn  areas  both  on  edges  and  on 
inside  matter.  After  all  this  abuse  tbe 
metal  was  so  fatigued  that  when  the 
catches  were  backed  off  many  plates 
disintegrated. 

This  experience  apparently  con¬ 
vinced  the  most  biased  partisans  of 
treatment  that  an  electrotype  .195  thick 
had  better  be  left  flat  but  curved.  From 
that  time  on  these  units  have  proven 
the  soundness  of  this  conclusion.  It 
seems,  however,  that  there  must  have 
been  something  critical  or  special 
about  a  .195  electrotype  because  there 
was  a  faint  revival  of  treating  senti¬ 
ment  in  the  case  of  a  plate  .2.50  thick. 
It  was  only  a  flicker  and  now  lies 
buried  under  a  “bic  facet”  marker  on 
which  are  chiseled  the  years  1908-1948 
and  the  inscription:  “plate  treatment, 
the  progenitor  of  wet  four-color  print¬ 
ing;  it  outlived  its  usefulness.” 

Originally  the  McKee  process  pro¬ 
vided  a  .005  spread  between  solids  and 
vignette  edges  or  handtooled  work. 
This  crept  up  to  .008  when  originals

were  received  Ijearing  iiulutions  to 
please  take  care  of  designated  delicate 
areas  through  treatment.  These  inci¬ 
dents  are  good  illustrations  of  shifting 
responsibility.  They  might  just  as  well 
have  requested  us  to  accomplish  this 
through  legerdemain. 

Proper  balance  between  impression 
and  ink  is  the  keystone  of  good  print¬ 
ing.  Too  much  of  either  distorts  the 
tonal  values  and  does  not  represent 
the  texture  of  the  j)late.  The  catch  in 
these  special-treat  retpiests  was  that 
the  hrst  thing  the  pressman  had  to  do 
was  bring  up  these  delicate  areas  in 
order  to  make  them  print.  There  goes 
the  theoretical  result  which  should 
have  been  built  into  the  original  plate. 
Following  this  treated  plate  through 
thousands  of  impressions,  we  note  at 
the  start-up  that  the  packing  matrix 
is  sharp  and  clear.  Its  depth  mirrors 
the  treatment  differentials  and  the 
printed  result  is  good.  Thousands  of 
impressions  later  the  matrix  has  deep¬ 
ened  and  the  relationship  between  the 
solids  and  vignettes  has  narrowed.  The 
heavy  solids  have  dragged  the  high¬ 
light  areas  deeper  and  deeper  into  the 
packing.  Continue  this  to  a  conclusion 
and  the  matrix  has  leveled  out  to  a 
common  plane  and  so  has  the  printing. 

Sought  Uniform  Makeready  Stock 

The  second  “want”  phase  was  uni¬ 
form  makeready  stock.  Negotiations 
for  this  and  our  other  “want”  items  — 
paper,  rollers  and  ink  —  were  being 
carried  on  simultaneously  with  our 
plate  experiments.  At  times  it  got  a 
bit  thick,  but  whenever  a  new  element 
was  introduced  or  a  procedure  changed, 
the  status  <|uo  in  all  remaining  phase- 
was  recorded  and  noted.  We  never 
changed  more  than  one  thing  at  a  time 
and  were  able  to  recognize  the  effect 
of  that  « hange. 


We  generally  knew  what  we  wanted 
or  perhaps  it  might  better  be  said  that 
we  knew  the  results  we  expected  from 
the  services  and  materials  furnished  by 
outside  suppliers.  As  far  back  as  we 
can  recall,  we  have  used  top  sheets 
and  hangers  made  by  one  manufac¬ 
turer.  The  original  furnished  was  pre¬ 
dominantly  jute.  Currently  it  is  a  com¬ 
bination  of  sulphate  and  sulphite  fibers 
with  little  or  no  jute.  Through  his  own 
rigid  inspection  and  exacting  manufac¬ 
turing  techniques  our  supply  through 
the  years  has  been  unusually  uniform 
in  density,  surface  and  gauge.  Our 
packing  originally  consisted  of  a  12 
[loint  top  sheet  and  the  necessary  hang¬ 
ers  to  make  up  the  recjuired  40  points. 

W  e  were  plagued  with  the  hangers’ 
creejting  up,  necessitating  packing  re¬ 
newals  due  to  dead  metal  printing 
and  heavy  print  areas  caused  by  the 
wrinkles.  Negotiations  were  begun 
with  the  supplier  to  increase  the  top 
sheet  thickness  to  a  28-30  point  range. 
Now  our  packing  consists  of  one  top 
sheet  and  one  hanger.  Creep-np  has 
been  eliminated. 

Before  we  could  catch  our  breath 
and  effect  this  change,  one  of  our 
friendly  competitors  extolled  the  merits 
of  his  packing  on  the  basis  of  a  rubber 
blanket  down  near  the  iron.  It  makes 
no  difference  where  you  put  it  or  how 
thi<  k  or  how  thin  it  is,  it  is  still  a  rub¬ 
ber  blanket  and  a  rubber  blanket  has 
no  more  justification  in  a  high-speed 
letterpress  packing  than  have  tissues. 

We  were  instructed  to  run  a  test 
with  rubber  sheets  in  the  packing.  The 
illustrations  contained  in  the  test  form 
escape  us  because  we  were  unable  to 
identify  them  due  to  the  imbalance  of 
the  plate  texture  in  the  print.

weh”  (luring  this  period  were  legion.  It 
had  been  made  to  withstand  the  shock 
of  treated-plate  impression,  but  under 
the  rock  and  roll  of  “the  plate  of  tomor¬ 
row,”  it  fractured.  The  mill  even  went 
to  the  extreme  of  making  up  several 
rolls  of  sulphide  envelope  stock  in  an 
effort  to  establish  the  strength  limit 
rectuired  of  the  paper.  This,  too,  failed 
under  the  alternate  shocks  of  impres¬ 
sion,  drying,  and  cooling  on  the  first 
and  second  printing  units. 

The  relative  merits  of  shaft  and 
drum  winding  were  investigated  on  the 
premise  that  the  maximum  stretch  pos¬ 
sible  should  remain  in  the  paper  until 
it  reached  the  press.  Loosely  wound 
rolls  also  contain  less  winding  creases. 
It  still  shrank  from  its  responsibility 
and  the  “tigher  than  a  drum”  cliche 
was  an  understatement  when  applied 
to  the  web  in  the  press.  It  is  unbeliev¬ 
able  that  so  many  hairs  and  extraneous 
fibers  could  find  their  way  to  the  edge 
of  the  paper,  but  that  they  do  and  a 
drum  tight  web  proves  it. 

At  this  point  we  faced  up  to  the  fact 
that  the  web  had  to  be  eased  up  be¬ 
tween  units  and  between  the  second 
unit  and  the  folder  to  accommodate 


the  ineiiualities  indigenous  to  the  proc¬ 
ess  of  papi'rmaking.  This  applied  to 
the  physical  characteristics  of  a  roll 
of  paper  too.  .Abortive  attempts  were 
made  to  feed  more  paper  into  the  sec¬ 
ond  unit  by  adjusting  the  first  unit 
makeready.  The  initial  changes  in  first 
unit  travel  were  moderate  and  conven¬ 
tional  and  were  confined  to  .002  and 
.001  adjustments  until  we  reached 
hearer  height.  The  extra  paper  these 
changes  fed  was  soon  eaten  up  and  the 
tight  web  was  still  with  us. 

-As  in  the  case  of  the  sulphide  envel¬ 
ope  stock  we  decided  to  carry  our  travel 
change  to  the  impractical  extreme.  The 
(dates  were  raised  .010  over  the  bearers 
and  the  (lacking  was  adjusted  accord¬ 
ingly.  The  plate  and  packing  cylinders 
ran  tangentially  and  (irinted  satisfac¬ 
torily.  This  is  noted  as  a  matter  of 
interest  only  because  the  aim  was  to 
determine  whether  or  not  a  larger  first 
unit  was  reiiiiired  to  feed  sufficient  pa¬ 
tter  to  relieve  welt  tension.  We  will  now 
dro()  the  reader’s  eyebrows  by  stating 
that  the  cylinders  were  obviously  not 
down  on  the  bearers  during  this  test 
run. 

It  was  then  determined  that  the  only 
(tract ical  means  of  feeding  sufficient 
paper  into  the  press  was  to  increase  the 
size  of  the  first  unit.  Our  current  op¬ 
eration,  he  it  on  supercalendered  or 
coated  stock,  is  confirmation  of  the 
soundness  of  that  decision. 

Rollers  and  Ink  Pioneering 

Press,  electrotypes,  paper  and  make- 
ready  were  closely  related  to  each  other 
during  this  “want”  sequence,  but  their 
correlation  could  not  compare  with  the 
Siamese-twins  dependency  which  devel¬ 
oped  between  rollers  and  ink.  Our 
knowledge  of  this  relationship  was 
based  on  our  experience  with  four- 
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OH  Tincoeitcet  on,  Sftamel  Stod^

color  oil  inkfe  and  glue-glycerine  rollers. 
Put  regular  composition  rollers  on  a 
high-speed  press  without  cooling  facili¬ 
ties  and  try  to  print  with  modified  slow 
drying  oil-base  inks  and  one  becomes 
so  involved  in  replacing  run-down  roll¬ 
ers  that  there  is  no  room  for  the  objec¬ 
tive  approach.  Four  hundred  run-down 
rollers  during  the  first  hot  month  of 
summer  changed  all  that. 

It  was  decided  that  the  ink  mecha¬ 
nism  had  to  be  cooled  in  order  to  pro¬ 
long  the  life  of  the  rollers.  Up  to  this 
point  our  chief  concern  had  to  do  with 
rollers  because  their  failure  allowed  no 
appraisal  of  the  ink.  More  extended 
runs  w’ith  regular  and  non-melt  rollers 
in  water-cooled  distributions  high¬ 
lighted  the  ink  as  well  as  the  rollers, 
which  reacted  unfavorably  to  the 
aromatic  solvent  used  in  its  formula¬ 
tion.  In  addition  to  this  reaction,  glue- 
and-glycerine  rollers  did  not  stand  up 
under  high  speeds  even  though  water- 
cooled.  Failures  on  both  these  counts 
started  the  quest  for  a  satisfactory 
high-speed  printing  roller. 

^'e  knew’  that  we  wanted  a  soft  roller 
with  that  velvety  feel  which  a  prime 
glue-and-glycerine  roller  imparted  as 
you  grasped  it  with  slight  pressure  — 
the  gauge  accurately  used  long  before 
the  Shore  tester.  The  catch  to  this  was 
that  any  roller  possessing  these  physi¬ 
cal  characteristics  which  made  it  a 
good  printing  roller  rendered  it  vulner¬ 
able  to  the  quick  drying  ink  solvent 
he  it  a  rubber  or  glue-glycerine  unit. 

This  premise  clearly  demonstrated 
the  fact  that  ink  and  rollers  had  to  be 
tied  together  in  their  development  and 
adaptation  to  each  other  as  well  as  to 
the  process.  Our  bill  of  particulars 
called  for  a  roller  w  hich  would  print  as 
well  as  any  roller  ever  did  and  stand 
up  under  high  speeds.  It  must  not  be¬ 
come  scored  or  rule-marked  by  type  or 


halftone  dots.  It  must  be  accurate  from 
end  to  end  and  must  not  swell  or 
shrink. 

If  ever  a  set  of  specifications  con¬ 
tained  more  contradictory  requirements 
than  this  one,  our  memory  fails  us. 
The  resistance  to  swelling,  shrinking, 
scoring,  marking,  as  well  as  endurance 
at  high  speed  and  accuracy  in  manu¬ 
facture  called  for  a  hard  material.  The 
roller  which  fulfilled  these  require- 
ments  and  was  soft  enough  to  be  a 
good  printer  had  not  yet  been  made. 

hen  we  first  approached  the  roller 
makers  and  explained  our  needs,  they 
said  that  the  ink  makers  kept  changing 
the  solvents  and  that  mechanical  roller 
failures  were  in  part  due  to  this.  We 
talked  with  the  ink  makers  and  they 
wanted  samples  of  the  rollers,  claiming 
that  the  roller  makers  would  change 
their  compounding.  It  was  obvious  that 
the  efforts  of  the  research  laboratories 
of  the  ink  and  roller  manufacturers 
would  be  of  no  avail  unless  the  nec¬ 
essary’  direction  and  coordination  were 
centered  in  one  place  ami  that  place 
was  right  here  in  this  plant. 

To  correct  the  solvent  difficulty,  we 
called  in  four  of  the  largest  inkmakers. 
one  at  a  time,  and  asked  what  materials 
they  might  possibly  use  to  correct  our 
ink  difficulties.  We  took  all  they  listed, 
and  there  were  many,  but  finally  by 
at»plying  the  rules  of  systematic  or¬ 
ganic  analysis  we  found  they  could  he 
divided  into  four  classes.  The  ink- 
makers  agreed  with  this  and  w’e  had 
these  solvents  prep.-^red  for  the  roller 
makers. 

We  then  called  in  the  roller  makers 
and  asked  them  if  it  would  make  their 
problem  easier  if  they  were  to  make 
compounds  for  only  these  solvents.  We 
assured  them  that  if  they  could  make 
a  roller  on  which  any  of  the  solvents 
could  be  used  without  harm  to  the

roller,  we  would  be  in  a  much  better 
position  for  ink  development.  This 
approach  to  the  problem  was  welcomed 
by  five  of  the  larger  roller  suppliers. 
It  was  not  long  until  we  had  rollers 
from  two  or  three  supi)liers  which 
could  be  used  with  any  of  the  con¬ 
templated  inks. 

Next  was  the  problem  of  roller  accu¬ 
racy.  Uniformity  from  end  to  end  was 
necessary  if  we  were  to  fully  achieve 
our  goal.  We  asked  for  less  than  three 
thousandths’  variation  from  end  to  end. 
We  were  told  that  on  a  rubber  roller 
this  could  not  even  be  measured,  much 
less  achieved.  \^e  investigated  grind¬ 
ers  and  the  methods  of  grinding  rollers. 
We  bought  the  most  accurate  machine 
available  and  developed  ways  and 
means  to  attain  this  accuracy. 

With  the  cooperation  of  ink  and 
roller  suppliers,  we  finally  reached  our 
objectives.  It  was  in  1948  that  we  knew 
we  had  a  roller  the  printing  quality 
of  which  was  within  the  range  of  the 
glue-glycerine  roller.  It  did  not  mark 


or  score  after  three  edition  printings. 
Some  distributor  rollers  have  been  in 
the  presses  over  two  years  without 
blowouts  or  a  change  in  size. 

We  could  have  outlined  the  essen¬ 
tials  of  level  impression  printing  in  a 
few  well  chosen  paragraphs.  It  is  that 
simple.  We  thought  that  an  account 
of  where  we  have  been  would  be  just 
as  interesting  as  an  outline  of  where 
we  are.  There  were  many  more  inter¬ 
esting  developments  which  we  have  not 
touched  upon. 

There  is  the  story-  of  the  research  and 
development  required  to  produce  an 
ink  having  unifonn  printing  qualities 
and  proper  trapping.  This  story  of 
first  having  the  proper  press  conditions 
and  then  getting  and  controlling  the 
inks  at  this  point  is  a  major  contribu¬ 
tion  to  printing  quality  at  high  speeds. 

We  built  a  plate-testing  machine  to 
evaluate  the  behavior  of  various  metal 
structures  under  the  alternate  strains 
and  stresses  of  impression  and  centrifu¬ 
gal  force.  From  this  we  determined  the 
•  rystalline  structure  of  metal  necessary 
to  stand  up  under  high-speed  printing. 

Develops  Plate  Catch 

The  tests  which  led  to  the  perfection 
of  a  suitable  plate  catch  would  be  of 
interest.  The  conventional  45-degree 
plate  bevel  and  hook  were  no  match  for 
the  forces  exerted  on  them.  Plates 
were  driven  into  the  catches  with  such 
force  that  the  drive  ends  were  slightly 
raised  off  the  Wessel  beds.  This  af¬ 
fected  register  and  print.  Jumped 
plates  were  numerous. 

The  reverse  bevel  Burgess  catch 
which  was  developed  in  our  plant  elimi¬ 
nated  the  drive  of  the  plate  into  the 
hooks.  It  maintains  the  electrotype  in 
the  plate  cylinder  arc  so  that  the  cyl¬ 
inder  and  the  plate  are  as  one  unit. 
This  permits  identical  press  speeds  on

Resolved  All  Little  Problems 

There  are  innunierahle  sticky  and 
stubborn  little  pr(d)lems  which  were 
jirojected  at  every  elevation  in  press 
speed.  .Some  so  small  that  they  seemed 
inconsequential.  We  took  them  on 
singly  and  resolved  them.  Had  we  not 
done  this,  there  would  have  come  a  <lay 
when  the  accumulation  of  these  trivia 
could  have  checkmated  our  efforts  or 
retarded  our  progress  for  a  long  time. 
Had  we  awakened  one  morning  without 
having  first  mastered  these  little  things, 
ami  announced  that  as  of  today  there 
would  he  no  more  makeready,  we  could 
have  been  accused  of  putting  the  eart 
before  the  horse.  We  did  slightly  dis¬ 
arrange  the  beast  and  its  burden  back 
in  the  l*)20's  when  we  omitted  the 
chalk  overla>s  and  again  later  in  the 
case  of  the  no-treat  four-color  black 
plate.  Frustration  prompted  these  two 
(leviations  from  standard  practice  just 
as  an  engraver  (lejtarted  from  his  in 
the  <ase  of  an  isolated  four-eolor  etli- 
t«»rial  engraving.  He  asked  us  to  a<  t  as 
an  intermediary  between  one  of  the  art 
direi  tors  and  himself  after  he  had  made 
half  a  dozen  submissions  without  an 

OK. 

A  comparison  between  the  copy  and 
the  last  proof  submitted  substantiated 
the  art  editor's  jiosition.  We  checked 
the  previous  proofs  and  found  that  the 
•  leviations  from  copy  were  |)rogressive. 
It  was  evident  that  the  original  make- 
ready  on  the  proof  press  wa-  intended 
to  put  tonal  values  on  jiajier  which 
were  not  in  the  engravings.  Failure  to 
secure  an  O.K.  and  ailditional  criti¬ 
cisms  were  countered  with  more  make- 
rea<ly  adjustments  until  the  whole  illus¬ 


tration  was  out  of  key.  Time  ami  tem¬ 
pers  were  both  short  when  we  got  the 
.s.O.S. 

Proof  Press  Makeready 

This  was  in  l‘/H  and  we  were  again 
at  the  point  of  no  return  which  is 
leached  when  the  ink  hits  the  paper. 
I5a(  k  of  us  were  our  previous  experi¬ 
ences  with  Hat  packing  and  plates,  so 
we  suggested  that  all  makeready  be 
removeil  from  the  packing  and  the  ad¬ 
justments  under  the  plates  be  replaced 
with  flat  Manilas.  Fortunately  the  en¬ 
gravings  were  fundamentally  sound  and 
after  the  normal  balance  of  color  had 
been  restored,  job  was  O.K.’d.  Despite 
this  demonstration,  the  engraver  was 
skeptical  and  not  until  a  year  later, 
ami  then  only  upon  our  insistence,  <lid 
he  jirove  our  editorials  flat. 

Disbelief  was  both  vocal  and  passive 
in  our  own  organization.  In  1942  it 
reached  the  "show  me’’  stage  after  a 
photoengravers'  convention  in  Chicago. 
It  seems  that  one  of  our  executives 
attending  the  convention  alluded  to  the 
subject  of  pulling  proofs  on  flat  pack¬ 
ings  and  plates  and  he  was  publicly 
lambasted.  He  returned  to  Philadel¬ 
phia  with  blood  in  his  eye  and  venge¬ 
ance  in  his  heart.  Face  could  not  be 
regained,  but  the  whole  idea  of  level 
impression  printing  wouhl  have  been 
lost,  too.  had  a  single  Haw  developed 
in  the  demonstration  that  followed. 
The  “show  me”  was  a  trip  to  several 
photoengraving  shops  where  jobs  rim¬ 
ing  indiscriminately  were  proved  flat 
and  compared  with  the  results  secured 
otherwisi*.  .Several  jobs  responded  to 
such  degrees  that  plans  to  remake  cer¬ 
tain  plates  were  abandoned.  That  was 
the  open  sesame  to  flat  impression 
printing  in  our  plant.

E(;EN  r  SI  HN  EYS  show  that  let¬ 
terpress  printing  is  used  in  7.1% 
o{  all  printing.  This  includes  books, 
newspapers,  magazines,  direct  mail  and 
other  advertising  uses  and,  of  course, 
folding  cartons.  The  folding  carton  in¬ 
dustry  reports  88%  of  its  work  is  done 
hy  letterpress.  With  the  tremendous 
increase  in  the  tempo  of  research  activi¬ 
ties,  there  is  ample  reason  to  expect 
continued  leadership  in  letterpress. 

Why  is  the  Letterpress  Method 
So  Popular? 

The  trend  toward  self-service  selling 
has  increa-^ed  greatly  in  the  past  few 
years.  W  hen  a  product  is  displayed  on 


the  shelves  of  present  day  supermai- 
kets,  it  must  have  “eye  appeal.”  This 
is  achieved  hy  the  use  of  bright  eye¬ 
catching  colors  and  glossy  finishes  that 
will  not  scuff  or  fade  in  use,  and  sur¬ 
faces  that  will  not  deteriorate  during 
the  complete  life  of  the  carton.

Flexibility  and  Versatility 
of  Copy  Changes 

Because  letterpress  printing  is  flexi¬ 
ble,  copy  changes  can  he  made  in  a 
relatively  short  time.  The  increasing 
number  of  tie-ups  with  national  adver¬ 
tising  programs  make  copy  changes 
necessary. 

When  special  offer  cartons  are  run, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  change  the  sub¬ 
jects  involved.  Often  it  is  only  in  one 
color  and  can  be  done  without  affect¬ 
ing  the  other  subjects  on  the  sheet. 
These  changes  do  not  affect  the  cutting 
and  creasing  die  and  considerable  ex¬ 
pense  is  prevented.  In  other  processes, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  change  the 
plate  or  roll  containing  all  the  subjects. 
This  large  change  could  mean  consid¬ 
erable  expense  in  subsequent  opera¬ 
tions. 

Because  of  the  flexibility  of  copy 
changes,  many  large  users  of  folding 
cartons  have  chosen  letterpress  print¬ 
ing  over  other  processes. 

Fidelity  and  Accuracy 
of  Reproduction 

The  fidelity  and  accuracy  of  repro¬ 
duction  by  the  letterpress  method  has 
been  generally  accepted.  This  has  been 
the  result  of  the  development  of  new 
techniques  in  related  industries. 

The  film  companies  have  improved 
the  visual  characteristics  of  color  pho¬ 
tography.  The  photoengraver  has  met 


the  challenge  and  developed  his  proc¬ 
esses  to  make  fine  reproductions  of  the 
original  art.  The  electrotyper,  through 
the  acquisition  of  new  equipment,  has 
made  possible  fine  centrifugally  cast 
electrotypes.  The  ink  industry  has. 
through  constant  research,  developed 
letterpress  inks  that  are  suitable  for 
printing  multicolor  letterpress  jobs  on 
a  variety  of  equipment,  including  ro¬ 
tary  letterpresses  at  speeds  up  to 
6,000  impressions  per  hour. 

The  paperboard  manufacturers  have 
also  contributed  immeasurably  to  the 
steady  atlvance  of  the  letterpress  print¬ 
ing  process.  The  boxboard  used  today 
for  high-grade  letterpress  printing  is 
(luality-controlled,  from  the  raw  pulp 
to  the  finished  sheet.  Scientific  re¬ 
search  in  the  fields  of  chemistry,  phys¬ 
ics  and  electronics  has  geared  itself  to 
the  maintenance  of  folding  boxboard 
printing  surfaces.  The  new  clay-coated 
printed  surfaces  permit  the  fidelity  of 
reproduction  of  folding  cartons,  that 
make  the  modern  supermarket  so  at¬ 
tractive. 

The  trend  in  carton  design  today  is 
toward  fine-screen  process  color  repro¬ 
ductions.  set  off  by  solid,  bright  and 
glossy  ink  backgrounds.  1  believe  that 
the  modern  letterpress  method  of  print¬ 
ing,  done  on  high-speed  rotary  letter- 
presses  which  are  capable  of  printing 
from  one  to  five  colors  in  a  single  pass 
through  the  press,  at  speeds  of  up  to 
6.000  sheets  per  hour,  produces  the 
most  satisfactory  and  economical  print¬ 
ing  of  folding  cartons.  These  multi¬ 
color  presses  permit  the  printing  of  all 
four  process  colors,  and  in  addition,  a 
fifth  color  is  available  for  special  tone 
values  or  for  color  separation  of  vari¬ 
able  subjects.

Planning  and  Control  Essentials 

Four  essentials  should  be  considered 
to  do  a  proper  job  of  planning  and 
control; 

1.  The  wholehearted  support  of  top 
management.  Foremen  and  supervisors 
wrho  take  the  attitude  that  if  top  man¬ 
agement  is  not  interested  in  finding 
and  reducing  costs  why  should  they? 

2.  There  should  be  clean-cut  lines 
of  authority  and  responsibility  for  all 
subordinates  of  top  management  par¬ 
ticularly  as  to  what  costs  they  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for. 

3.  There  must  be  good  employer- 
employee  relationship  to  avoid  skepti¬ 
cism  on  the  part  of  supervisors  and 
line  personnel.  If  management  is  rea¬ 
sonable.  the  personnel  can  be  sold  on 
the  fact  that  the  budget  plan  is  a  tool 
and  will  not  be  used  as  a  whip. 

4.  The  organization  should  be  profit- 
minded.  On  the  one  hand,  there  is  the 
financial-minded  manager  who  feels 
frugality  is  the  key  to  success.  The 
sales-minded  manager  is  primarily  in¬ 
terested  in  high  sales  as  a  reflection 
of  his  efforts  but  gives  less  considera¬ 
tion  to  the  amount  of  profit  obtained 
from  those  sales.  There  are  others  who 
think  primarily  of  equipment  and  effi¬ 
cient  production  with  high  inventories 
resulting  in  a  drain  on  cash.  The  price- 
minded  man  feels  that  if  price  is  low- 
enough.  he  will  get  the  necessary  vol¬ 
ume  without  realizing  that  when  prices 
are  cut  he  must  sell  much  more  to 
break  even. 

Some  of  these  traits  have  merit  but 
there  must  be  a  proper  balance.  1  be¬ 
lieve  it  to  be  the  profit-minded  manager 
who  plans  to  make  a  profit  and  is  alert 
to  changes  in  business  and  plans  what 
to  do  if  changes  occur.  Fie  starts  witli 
a  profit  goal  and  subtracts  this  from 
his  -ale*-  and  determines  to  operate  on 


what  is  left,  lie  plans  for  the  profits 
and  sets  up  check  points  to  see  that 
the  plan  is  being  carried  out  as  he 
goes  along,  rather  than  wait  till  the 
end  of  the  year  to  see  how  it  comes  out. 

Profits  are  what  give  employees  good 
wages  ami  good  working  conditions, 
give  stockholders  a  good  return  on 
their  investment  and  provide  better 
goods  and  services  to  the  public.  Costs 
systems  and  budgets  should  be  de¬ 
signed  to  improve  profits,  not  just  to 
give  interesting  information. 

There  are  tw»>  ways  to  control  costs. 
The  first  is  for  top  management  to 
approve  every  item  of  expenditure,  but 
this  becomes  a  voluminous  job  and 
leads  to  constant  bickering  between 
the  department  heads  and  the  top  man 
to  determine  whether  the  expenditure 
is  justifiable. 

The  other  approach  is  to  hold  the 
department  head  resp«insible  for  keep¬ 
ing  his  costs  in  line,  to  get  him  to 
want  to  keep  his  costs  in  line  and  to 
give  him  the  authority  to  spend  what 
he  needs,  within  reason,  to  operate  his 
department.  The  department  head  is 
actually  spending  the  money,  and  he 
is  in  the  best  position  to  know  whether 
the  expense  is  worthwhile.  If  he  is 
cost-conscious  he  can  almost  be  his 
own  “controller”  but  he  must  know 
his  objective.  He  should  know  when 
he  is  spending  too  much  money,  and 
he  needs  the  tools  to  give  him  this 
information.  The  ex|>ense  budget  now 
comes  into  play.

budgeted  jiayroll,  federal,  state,  and 
local  taxe^.  including  payroll  taxes, 
notes  and  loan^  payable,  and  any  other 
expenditures  whicb  do  not  clear 
through  our  accounts  payable.  Those 
items  total  the  expected  expenditures 
during  the  month  as  known  at  the 
first  of  the  month.  In  addition,  we 
have  other  anticipated  expenditures 
such  a-  r  urrent  month's  accounts  pay¬ 
able  to  be  paid  in  the  current  month. 

Each  Monday  morning  following  the 
first  of  the  immth.  this  cash  flow  is 
brought  up  to  date  as  of  the  preceding 
Friday  night.  It  i^.  reviewed  by  the 
writer  and  the  president  each  Monday 
••o  that  we  are  aware  of  our  current 
I'ash  situation.  If  any  adjustments  are 
re(|uired  during  the  month  to  any  of 
the  income  or  expenditure  items,  they 
are  so  indicated  in  the  appropriate 
adjustment  columns. 

In  sales  forecasting,  we  provi<le  each 
salesman  with  a  detailed  listing  of 
billings  by  customer  by  salesman  for 
tbe  past  fiscal  year.  This  report  is 
normally  in  each  salesman's  hand  soon 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  and  he 
immediately  reviews  each  account  and 
indicates,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
bis  forecast  of  sales  for  the  ensuing 


fiscal  year  by  customer.  Ihe  sales 
manager  then  reviews  the  individual 
salesman’s  forecast,  and.  after  proper 
adjustments  have  been  matle,  the  (juota 
or  budget  for  each  man  is  then  set 
up  as  a  definite  forecast.  It  has  been 
rather  difficult  for  us  to  endeavor  to 
forecast  by  customer  by  product  for, 
as  you  know,  in  many  cases  a  custo¬ 
mer's  reipiirements  of  a  form  product 
may  change  from  one  type  to  the  other 
without  too  much  advance  warning  be¬ 
cause  of  the  customer's  change  in  sys¬ 
tem.  utilization  of  different  accounting 
equipment  and  volume.  The  lack  of 
-•ales  forecasting  by  product  is  one  of 
our  weaknesses  in  developing  an  over¬ 
all  budget. 

At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  quarter, 
we  supply  each  salesman  with  a  list 
of  billings  by  i  iistomer  on  a  cumula¬ 
tive  basis.  The  sales  manager  reviews 
with  each  salesman  his  over  all  results 
against  the  ipiota.  as  well  as  the  results 
by  customer.  In  many  cases,  transfers 
of  accounts  have  been  effected  from 
one  salesman  to  another  because  of 
these  revealing  figures.  Of  course,  this 
situation  can  only  apply  where  we  do 
not  have  territorial  coverage. 

Our  most  detailed  budget  is  the  one 
we  prepare  for  our  plant  iqierations. 
Tsing  as  a  basis  tbe  sales  forecast 
for  the  period  and  historical  ilata  cover¬ 
ing  production  vidume  in  the  past 
years,  we  determine  the  number  of 
shifts  we  feel  will  be  recpiired  to 
achieve  the  sales  program  outlined. 

Separates  Variable  from  Fixed  Costs 

Our  budget  takes  the  form  of  separa¬ 
tion  of  variable  from  fixed  costs  on  a 
fixed  budget  basis.  Ily  “fixed  budget 
basis”  I  mean  tbe  realization  from  past 
history  that  a  large  variance  in  volume, 
particularly  downward,  does  not  mean 
that  we  can  effectively  control  our

major  variable  expense  —  labor.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  majority 
of  our  factory  personnel  are  skilled; 
and  to  control  the  expense  of  this  di¬ 
rect  labor  by  layoff  might  seriously 
hamper  our  future  operations  when 
normal  volume  returns,  if  the  people 
we  lay  off  take  other  jobs  in  the  in¬ 
dustry,  or  outside  the  industry,  and 
are  not  willing  to  return. 

Each  chargeable  cost  center  is  re¬ 
viewed  by  the  controller  and  the  vice- 
president  in  charge  of  production  to 
determine  the  total  machine  and  man¬ 
hours  required  for  the  fiscal  year. 
Those  hours  are  then  broken  down 
between  chargeable  which  includes 
preparation  and  running,  non-charge- 
ablc  for  such  as  time  for  repairs,  idle 
time  because  of  no  work  and  holiday 
and  vacation  allowances. 

The  cost  of  the  following  normally 
variable  expenses  are  then  computed: 
Direct  l.abor  Payroll,  Indire<  t  Labor 
Payroll,  f’ayroll  Taxes  and  Expense- 
applicable  to  these  payrolls.  Depart¬ 
mental  .‘supplies  and  Expenses,  Print¬ 
ing  Ink,  Rubber  Plate  Materials,  Sbip- 
ping  Material  Tixpense,  Spoilage  (.Ma¬ 
terial  only),  and  Eight  and  Power. 

These  are  the  major  items  of  vari¬ 
able  expense.  However,  the  depart¬ 
mental  supplies  and  expenses  category 
contains  a  wealth  of  material.  W  e  have 
not  tried  to  break  down  this  group  of 
expenses  in  the  past,  but  will  endeavor 
to  do  so  into  as  many  measurable  com¬ 
ponents  as  possible  in  the  future. 

In  the  fixed  cost  category  we  list 
the  following:  Indirect  Labor,  Super¬ 
visory  Wages.  Protiuction  Office  Sala¬ 
ries,  I’ayroll  Taxes  and  Expenses  Ap¬ 
plicable  to  Fixed  Wage  and  Salarv 
Costs,  Rent,  Fire  Insurance,  Taxe- 
(other  than  T’ayndl,  Federal  Income 
or  State  Income  ’Taxes),  Depreciation 
of  Factory  Ecpiipmenl.  Creneral  Fac¬ 


tory  Supplies  and  Expenses,  Repairs 
and  .Maintenance,  and  Light  and 
Power. 

The  above  variable  and  fixed  ex¬ 
penses  comprise  the  factory  costs  and 
to  them  we  add  the  administrative  and 
selling  costs  without  commissions. 
When  all  these  figures  have  been  de¬ 
veloped,  they  are  then  reviewed  and 
ajiproved  by  the  pre-ident. 

Charging  Costs 

The  variable  costs  are  chargeil  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  appropriate  producing 
departments  and  the  fixed  costs  are 
charged  directly  or  through  allocation 
to  those  same  producing  departments. 
The  total  cost  of  each  department  is 
then  obtained  and  is  divided  by  the 
predetermined  budgeted  chargeable 
hours  to  arrive  at  an  hourly  cost  rate. 
Two  rates  are  iletermined.  one  the 
factory  rate  which  includes  the  ail- 
ministrative  and  selling  which  we  use 
for  “work-in-process”  development.  The 
other  rate  is  all-inclusive  but  without 
sales  commissions,  which  we  use  for 
the  billed  job,  volume,  and  expense 
variance  reports. 

The  chargeable  cost  center  personnel 
record  their  daily  production  and  time 
manually  against  the  specific  jobs  on 
which  they  are  working.  These  data 
are  then  converted  to  l.H.M.  punch 
cards.  The  factory  and  also  all-inclu¬ 
sive  hourly  rates  are  applied  to  these 
time  reconls  and  the  factory  and  all- 
inclusive  costs  by  operation  are  ob¬ 
tained.  .Ml  other  costs  for  a  job,  siicb 
as  paper,  carbon,  outside  purchases, 
are  also  recorded  on  I.R.M.  cards  by 
job  number. 

.\t  the  end  of  each  month,  we  first 
run  through  all  of  the  factory  time 
and  cost  cards  to  determine  the  total 
number  of  chargeable  hours  and  re¬ 
covery  at  factory  and  all-inclusive 
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“Cronar"  saves  us  $5000  a  year . .  . 
and  ups  our  production  25%"

We  then  ileveloji  the  variable  ex¬ 
pense  portion  of  the  hud{;et  for  the 
month  hy  ai»plyin{:  the  variable  ex¬ 
pense  ratio  to  the  total  recovery  for 
the  month. 

I  he  fixeil  exjienses  ami  the  variable 
expenses  so  iletermineil  are  added  to- 
{iether  to  ilevelop  the  hufl{zet  expense 
for  till*  volume  involveil.  That  total  is 
subtracted  from  the  total  recovery  for 
the  perioil  and  the  ilifTerence  repre¬ 
sents  the  vfdume  variance. 

Expense  Variance 

We  now  iletermine  the  expense  vari¬ 
ance  as  follows: 

The  month's  hud«ietefl  fixed  anil 
variable  ex|ienses,  based  on  volume  or 
recovery,  just  previously  mentioned  a' 
develo|ted  for  the  volume  variance,  are 
ajiain  used  as  the  basis  for  the  expense 
variance.  From  that  total  is  subtracted 
the  actual  expenses  'hown  on  the  op 
eratinii  Profit  and  Loss  Statement  for 
the  month  and  the  ilifTerence  repre¬ 
sent'  the  expense  variance. 

’i'he  volume  and  expense  variances 
are  first  developed  on  an  over-all  plant 
basis  so  that,  in  condiination  with  the 
hilled  job  report  and  other  special 
variances,  the  net  result  should  eipial 
the  profit  or  loss  on  the  operating 
'tatement  and  provide  a  basis  for  fur¬ 
ther  analysis  of  our  o|ierations  for  the 
month. 

I.ater  we  break  down  the  volume 
and  expense  variance  reports  into  cost 
centers  and  by  type  of  exjiense  so  that 
we  can  readily  pinitoint  those  areas  in 
which  we  may  be  inefficient. 

As  we  have  seen,  we  have  reports 
which  {live  us  the  followin':  informa¬ 
tion  :

showing  the  gain  or  loss  due  to  over- 
or  under-recovery  of  chargeable  hours 
against  the  budget. 

The  Expense  Variance  Report  — 
which  shows  the  gain  or  loss  due  to 
the  over-  or  under-expenditures  for  the 
period  based  on  the  recovery  achieved. 

Special  Variances  Report  —  con¬ 
cerning  inventory  adjustments  due  to 
shortages,  standard  price  changes,  etc., 
which  appear  on  the  Operating  State¬ 
ment  but  are  not  included  in  the  costs 
of  billed  jobs. 

These  four  reports  are  then  com¬ 
pared  to  our  Operating  Statement  net. 

How  Reports  Are  Used 

The  Volume  Variance  Report  is  used 
in  the  following  ways: 

If  the  results  show  we  are  under¬ 
recovering  in  chargeable  hours  in  any 
one  cost  center,  it  may  mean  our  sales 
efforts  are  not  channeled  in  the  di¬ 
rection  of  procuring  business  for  that 
type  of  equipment  and  the  .sales  de¬ 
partment  is  advised  to  exert  more  effort 
in  securing  orders  for  that  center.  The 
production  records  may  show  that  such 
piece  of  equipment  may  have  been 
down  for  repairs  and  a  study  is  then 
made  of  its  adequacy  and  possible 
replacement.  The  personnel  involved 
may  also  l)e  a  factor  and  a  review  of 
that  center  is  made  so  that  corrective 
action  may  be  taken  to  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  personnel. 

The  Expense  Variance  Report  out¬ 
lines  the  areas  in  which  we  are  spend¬ 
ing  more  than  we  planned.  Expenses 
such  as  repairs  and  maintenance  are 
carefully  reviewed  to  determine  if  old 
equipment  is  now  costing  us  more  than 
it  is  worth  and  invites  a  study  of  com¬ 
parative  costs  with  new  equipment. 
Our  usage  of  materials  may  be  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  our  planning  and  a  tighter  con¬ 
trol  of  their  distribution  may  be  war¬ 


ranted.  The  purchased  price  of  such 
material  may  also  account  for  any  ex¬ 
cess  over  the  budget  and  a  careful  re¬ 
view  of  this  area  is  made. 

Our  Hilled  Job  Report  is  also  issued 
by  cost  center.  This  determines  the 
profitability  of  each  cost  center.  At  this 
time,  we  confine  this  analysis  only  to 
the  pressroom.  The  Billed  Job  Report 
is  also  used  to  determine  the  profitabil¬ 
ity  of  products  and  by  salesmen. 

The  Business  Forms  Institute  and 
Printing  Industry  of  America  ratio 
studies  of  operating  results  have  as¬ 
sisted  us  not  only  in  analyzing  our  own 
results  against  the  industry,  but  also 
in  the  preparation  of  our  period  ex¬ 
pense  budget.  Where  our  results  in  past 
years,  when  compared  to  the  PI.\  and 
BFI  ratios  have  been  out  of  line,  we 
have  paid  particular  attention  to  the 
areas,  and  have  taken  corrective  action 
to  reduce  our  costs,  wherever  possible. 

It  is  very  important  to  apply  these 
budgeting  practices  not  only  in  un¬ 
profitable  periods  but  also  during  pe¬ 
riods  which  may  reflect  considerable 
profits,  since  even  the  latter  merit  con¬ 
stant  review  and  possible  improvement. 

Planning  is  not  a  difficult  thing  to 
do,  yet  it  is  a  very  necessary  and  im¬ 
portant  tool  for  a  company  to  use  effec¬ 
tively  in  the  attainment  of  its  primary 
objective,  namely  profits.

CAN  BE  BUILT-IN 

L  ILT-IN  low-cost  niaintenance  on 
a  long-term  basis  is  one  of  the 
most  important  points  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  modern  printing  plant,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Tom  Friedman,  a  partner 
in  the  fifty-year-old  Chicago  architec¬ 
tural  firm  of  Friedman,  Alschuler  & 
Sincere. 

“Experience  in  the  construction  of 
printing  plants  has  proved  that  floors, 
roof  deck,  exterior  walls,  and  other  im¬ 
portant  areas,  when  designed  and  con¬ 
structed  with  low-cost  maintenance  in 
mind,  yield  a  quick  and  substantial 
return  in  lower  operating  costs  and  an 
over-all  increase  in  plant  efficiency,” 
Mr,  Friedman  said. 

Floor  Construction 

Floors  are  the  greate>t  source  of 
trouble  in  many  printing  plants,  he

pointed  out.  If  they  are  not  constructed 
properly  and  the  right  materials  used, 
the  building  is  plagued  with  terrific 
vibrations  from  presses  and  loads  from 
paper  storage,  and  floors  will  crack 
under  the  strain,  he  added. 

One  satisfactory  floor  construction 
method  used  by  the  firm  is  a  seven-inch 
reinforced  concrete  slab  over  a  suit¬ 
able  amount  of  fill  material,  and  the 
application  of  a  separate,  very  hard 
finish  concrete  topping  about  an  inch 
thick  to  the  slab.  .Another  common 
method  employed  by  the  firm  in  the 
building  of  heavy-duty  floors  is  that  of 
using  integral  hardening  agents  poured 
with  the  slab,  and  metal  hardening 
agents  “dusted”  on  top.

Roof  Deck 

For  the  roof  deck  the  architectural 
firm  prefers  to  use  pre-cast  concrete 
with  proper  insulation.  Hcnefits  claimed 
are  lower  insurance  rates  and  a  min¬ 
imum  «d  maintenance  over  a  long 
period  of  years.  In  an  air-condi¬ 
tioned  huilding  the  pre-cast  concrete 
roof  is  often  insulated  with  two  inches 
of  (!el-()-Tex  hoard.  A  one-inch  thick¬ 
ness  i-  Used  in  a  huilding  that  is  not 
air-conditioned.  Fihcrglas  insulation  is 
also  Used  occasionally.  Proper  roof  in¬ 
sulation  returns  the  initial  investment 
within  a  few  years  through  lower  heat¬ 
ing  and  cooling  costs,  according  to 
Mr.  Friedman. 

Type  of  Walls 

“Kxterior  and  interior  walls  are  other 
areas  where  proper  design  and  con¬ 
struction  can  reduce  maintenance  cost 
over  the  \ears.  Ideally,  the  exterior 
wall  of  a  printing  plant  is  four  inches 
of  face  hrick  and  eight  inches  of  com¬ 
mon  brick.  Because  of  initial  high  cost 
the  wall  is  U'Ually  constructed  of  four- 
inch  face  hrick  and  eight-inch  concrete 
block.  \\  bile  lower  in  cost,  the  draw¬ 
back  is  that  the  block  is  not  as 
weather-resistant  or  as  resistant  to 
water  vapor  penetration. 

“Since  humidity  in  the  pressroom 
must  not  vary  outside  the  range  of 
forty-five  to  fifty  percent,  and  only  a 
one  degree  change  is  allowed  from  the 
optimum  seventy-five  degrees  for  top 
I)ress  efficiency,  it  is  imperative  that 
the  best  design  and  materials  go  into 
the  wall  to  minimize  long-run  operat¬ 
ing  and  maintenance  costs  for  building 
and  ecpiipment."  said  .Mr.  Friedman. 
“Often  we  find  it  necessary  to  insulate

and  vaporpr(K)f  exterior  walls  in  press¬ 
rooms,”  he  added. 

Metal  walls  with  the  proper  insula¬ 
tion  are  higher  in  initial  cost  and  from 
the  maintenance  standpoint  have  not 
given  any  indication  of  being  an  im¬ 
provement  over  a  well-constructeil 
brick  wall,  he  said. 

.\  cliief  re«iuirement  of  interior  walls 
is  that  they  be  easy  to  clean.  High 
(pialitv  washable  paints  are  sufficient 
in  most  areas  and  for  most  printing 
buildings,  but  glazed  tile  is  recom¬ 
mended  to  meet  more  rigid  recptire- 
ments. 

Interior  Doors 

Doors  between  departments  have  al¬ 
ways  been  a  pr<d)lem.  Since  they  are  an 
important  point  in  air-conditioning 
control  between  departments,  they 
must  be  kept  tigfit.  However,  constant 
use  by  employees  and  severe  poundings 
from  type-laden  trucks  result  in  fre¬ 
quent  maintenance  re(|uirements.  Par¬ 
tial  success  in  reducing  door  mainte¬ 
nance  has  been  achieved  through  the

Mr.  Walters 
appraises  the  latter  process 
for  printing  cartons  and  tells 
why  it  has  experienced  a 
rapid  growth  in  recent  years. 


Lithography  is  one  of  three  basic 
processes  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  folding  cartons.  The  other  two  are 
letterpress  and  gravure.  Each  of  the 
three  basic  processes  has  its  place  in 
the  packaging  industry  and  each  has 
its  own  advantage. 

In  discussing  Lithography  on  Car¬ 
tons,  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that 
my  company,  in  its  various  plants, 
manufactures  cartons  by  all  three  proc¬ 
esses —  letterpress,  gravure,  and  offset- 
lithography.  We  feel  that  each  has  its 
place  and  its  advantage  —  each  has  its 
area  of  proper  application.  We  begin 
with  the  carton  design.  )Xe  examine  it 
from  the  standpoint  of  what  the  cus¬ 
tomer  and  the  designer  want  to  accom¬ 
plish,  the  materials  to  be  used,  the  type 
and  quality  of  board,  the  ink  require¬ 
ments,  the  use  of  the  carton  and  its

market,  and  then  we  determine  the 
process  that  will  most  effectively  repro¬ 
duce  this  design.  Some  cartons  can  he 
manufactured  equally  effectively  by  two 
or  more  processes,  while  others,  be¬ 
cause  of  color,  color  shadings  and  pas¬ 
tels  and  materials  clearly  favor  one 
process  as  against  the  other  two. 

Carton  manufacturing  by  lithogra¬ 
phy  dates  hack  approximately  40  years 
—  to  experiments  and  trials  made  dur¬ 
ing  W  orld  W  ar  1.  Our  company  made 
cartons  by  offset-lithography  for  Lever 
Brothers  in  1918  and  1919.  W’e  repro¬ 
duced  our  first  order  of  Lux  cartons  in 
thirteen  colors  requiring  thirteen  passes 
through  a  single-color  i)ress.  I  am  sure 
yrm  can  visualize  what  it  looked  like 
front  a  design  standpoint.  By  compari¬ 
son,  look  at  a  modern  five-color  carton 
of  today.  One  was  run  through  the 
press  once  and  five  colors  were  litho¬ 
graphed  in  setjuence  —  and  at  the  de¬ 
livery  end  of  the  press  the  printing 
process  was  completed.  .As  we  have  in- 
ilicated,  jtrogress  in  lithographic  car¬ 
tons  in  this  40-year  period  has  been 
gigantic  both  in  technical  advance  and 
in  volume. 

Technical  Advances 

Looking  at  the  technical  siile,  ad¬ 
vances  leading  to  the  present  position 
of  lithographic  carton  production  fall 
into  four  areas.  In  the  first  area,  cedor 
masking  and  separation  techniques, 
plates,  and  chemicals  have  reached  the 
stage  of  perfection  so  that  the  design 
image  may  be  transferred  from  the 
original  artwork  to  the  film,  etched  on 
the  plates  an<l  reproduced  on  the  car¬ 
ton  in  an  exact  re[)lica  of  the  original 
artwork.  Offset-lithography  is  a  photo¬ 
mechanical  process  —  a  combination  of 
photographic  chemistry — photograiihic 
re|>roduction.  and  mechanical  etching.

(|iiirements.  These  films  are  then  placed 
in  register  on  a  sensitized  aluminum 
plate.  hen  exposed  to  a  strong  light, 
the  plate  areas  to  he  reproduced  stay 
soft  and  acid-receptive,  while  the  other 
areas  harden  and  become  acid-resistant. 
New  methods  of  photographic  control, 
more  uniform  chemicals,  better  etching 
techni<iues,  and  new  plates  have  led  to 
tremendous  advances  in  preparational 
work.  These  new  plates  and  methods 
of  transferring  the  image  from  film  to 
plate  have  multiplied  many  times  the 
life  of  the  plate.  Thirty  years  ago, 
hand  transfer  plates  were  good  for  per¬ 
haps  2.5,000  sheets  of  hoxhoard.  Today 
this  may  well  run  up  to  100.000  sheets 
on  a  regular  plate,  and  up  to  .500.000 
on  a  deei)-etch  bimetallic  or  trimetallic 
plate.  This  is  of  considerable  signifi¬ 
cance  and  importance  in  carton  manu¬ 
facturing  where  medium  or  longer  edi¬ 
tions  are  involved. 

Precision  Multicolor  Presses 

The  second  area  of  improvement  is 
in  the  design  and  manufacturing  of 
lithographic  press  equipment.  The  Lux 
carton  we  mentioned  earlier  was  litho- 
grai'hed  on  a  one-color  press.  In  order 
to  reproduce  this  design  it  was  fed 
through  the  press  /.'i  times,  once  for 
each  color.  Today,  with  color  repro¬ 
ducing  techni(|ues  and  modern  four- 
and  five-color  presses,  it  would  he  man¬ 
ufactured  in  one  pass  through  the  press. 
In  1918.  each  time  the  sheet  was  fed 
through  the  press,  it  had  to  be  regis¬ 
tered  for  each  color  so  that  each  color 
was  laid  in  its  proper  place.  If  a  damp, 
humid  day  intervened  between  the  run¬ 
ning  of  one  cfdor  and  the  following 
c<dor,  the  sheet  would  stretch  and  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  have  all  the 
colors  in  register.  On  dry  days  the 
reverse  was  true.  In  either  case,  it  was 


a  difficult  problem  of  maintaining  per- 
fe(tly  registered  colors.  Today  the 
I)ress  is  made  ready  with  all  four  or 
five  colors  in  secpience  —  properly  posi¬ 
tioned  and  registered  and  all  colors  are 
completed  in  one  pass  through  the 
press,  eliminating  the  problem  encoun¬ 
tered  with  the  stretch  or  shrinkage  of 
paper  due  to  climatic  changes. 

Keproducing  a  delicate  design  with 
intricate  registration  a  few  years  ago 
presented  serious  prid)lems.  Today, 
with  |)recision  lithographic  ecpiipment, 
it  is  the  normal  (juality  expected  by 
discerning  customers  and  buyers.  In 
addition  to  four-  and  five-color  equip¬ 
ment,  the  size  of  the  presses  has  in¬ 
creased  from  36”  to  44"  to  58"  up  to 
76".  Press  speeds  likewise  have  in¬ 
creased  with  the  ability  to  maintain 
ipjality  superior  to  the  old.  slower 
ecpiipment.  Today's  multicolor  press 
can  produce  several  times  as  much  as 
the  single  color  of  1918. 

Improved  Inks 

The  third  area  of  development  is  in 
the  ink  field.  Two  major  accomplish¬ 
ments  are  contributing  to  the  success¬ 
ful  manufacture  of  cartons  by  lithogra¬ 
phy.  Hecause  of  the  use  of  water  and 
ink  and  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a 
very  close  balance  «if  the  two,  the  old 
inks  were  traditionally  slow-drying  be¬ 
cause  of  their  extreme  oiliness.  The 
last  few  years  have  seen  this  change. 
New  solvents  and  vehicles  are  now  be¬ 
ing  used  which  are  rapid-drying  and, 
where  unusual  conditions  recpiire,  per¬ 
mit  the  use  of  heat  driers  to  set  up  the 
inks  immediately.  This  insures  no 
smearing  of  inks,  no  tackiness,  and  a 
hard  high-gloss  finish.  These  have  the 
advantage  of  a  measure  of  successful 
scuff-resistance  recjuired  of  cartons  in 
their  day-to-day  use.  (iombined  with 
this  has  been  the  development  of

new  pigments  provide  a  greater  meas¬ 
ure  of  sun  resistance  and  fading.  The 
plus  factor  in  these  developments  is  the 
ability  of  idTset-lithography  to  repro¬ 
duce  pa-tels  and  shadings  unequalled 
liy  any  other  of  the  printing  processes. 

Better  Stock  and  Coatings 

The  fourth  area  of  improvement  and 
development  has  been  in  the  manu- 
faiture  of  box  or  container  hoard. 
Over  the  past  few  years  many  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  noted  in  the  process 
of  making  hoxhoard  resulting  in  a  more 
uniform  body  stock.  This,  of  course, 
has  advantages  for  all  of  the  printing 
proces>es  because  it  results  in  a  more 
uniform  printing  surface  and  a  more 
uniform  product. 

The  real  improvement  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  hoxhoard  has  been  in  the 
field  of  coatings.  .\  few  years  ago  only 
a  few  tyjies  of  coatings  were  available. 
Today  the  choice  of  coatings  is  so 
diversified  that  there  are  one,  two,  or 
three  available  for  every  need.  The 
coatings  today  are  uniform,  hard  yet 
pliable,  subject  to  folding  and  creasing 
without  breaking,  yet  they  have  re¬ 
markable  ink-receptivity  and  varnish 
hold-up.  The  combination  of  better 
refined  clay  and  the  use  of  latex  have 
resulted  in  printing  surfaces  of  un¬ 
excelled  quality.  One  of  the  early 
problems  with  the  offset-lithography 
process  was  the  picking  of  coatings 
off  the  sheet  by  the  tackiness  of  ink 
on  the  offset  blanket.  This  is  no  longer 
true  because  the  new  coatings  show 
little  signs  of  brittleness  or  flaking. 
Neither  are  the  coatings  abrasive  as 
in  the  past,  which  lengthens  the  life 
of  blankets  and  plates.  .Ml  of  the  pa¬ 


per  and  board  improvements  result  in 
better  quality  cartons. 

The  condiination  of  advances  in 
these  four  areas  —  the  technical  de¬ 
velopments.  precision-built  multicidor 
presses,  rapid-drying  and  heavier  pig¬ 
mented  inks  and  better  body  stock  and 
coatings  —  has  resulted  in  a  tremen¬ 
dous  growth  of  lithography  on  cartons. 
W  hy';'  /n  presenting  pictorial  repro¬ 
duction  on  cartons  in  a  wide  range  of 
full  colors,  it  is  unequalled  by  any  of 
the  other  printing  processes. 

Growth  of  Carton  Industry 

The  carton  industry  has  expanded 
tremendously  since  lyW,  the  earliest 
year  for  which  adequate  data  is  avail¬ 
able.  In  1940.  according  to  the  Folding 
Paper  Ilox  Association,  sales  totalled 
only  Sl.'Ti.T.'fO.fKK).  By  1947,  it  had  ex¬ 
panded  more  than  three  times  to 
S48().0(K).00()  worth  of  reported  carton 
sales.  By  19.40.  the  folding  carton  in- 
du'try  had  grown  to  over  one-half  bil¬ 
lion  dollars,  and  estimates  for  the  year 
P^.'vO.  indicate  carton  sales  of  api>roxi- 
mately  S9()().()()0.0(K).  \  ery  few  indus¬ 
tries  in  our  nation  have  expanded  at 
this  rate  for  it  represents  a  growth  fac¬ 
tor  of  over  1940.  Martons  printed 

by  offset-lithography  have  undoubtedly 
grown  at  a  more  rajiid  rate,  rnfortu- 
nately.  there  are  no  nationally  prepared 
statistics  available  as  to  the  growth  of 
lithography  on  cartons.  We  know  in 
our  own  company  where  we  manufac¬ 
ture  cartons  by  all  three  processes  that 
the  growth  of  cartons  by  offset-lithog¬ 
raphy  compareil  to  letterpress  and 
gravure  has  been  at  a  rate  almost  dou¬ 
ble  the  total  rate  of  growth  of  the 
carton  industry.  When  one  considers 
the  number  (d  companies  who  are  to¬ 
day  producing  cartons  by  offset-lithog¬ 
raphy  who  had  no  offset-lithographic

eijuipnienl  in  1910,  the  percentajie 
growth  of  offset  woultl  understandably 
he  higher  than  this  rate.  A  check  of 
one  of  the  large  manufacturers  of  off¬ 
set  e(jui{)ment  indicates  that  40%  of 
its  middle  and  large  size  presses  are 
going  into  plants  converting  boxhoard 
in  19.S8.  In  1940.  this  company  sold  no 
presses  specifically  for  lithographic  on 
hoard.  In  1946,  one  multicolor  unit 
went  into  a  plant  producing  cartons 
only,  and  by  1950  it  had  sold  only  four 
multicolor  presses  for  carton  work. 

Advantages  of  Lithography  on  Cartons 

This  growth  in  lithography  on  car¬ 
tons  is  significant  for  it  indicates  the 
advantages  offset-lithography  has  in 
many  areas  of  carton  manufacturing. 
Offset-lithography,  as  a  carton  process, 
gives  the  designer  a  free  range  in  de¬ 
sign  development  for  it  can  reproduce 
faithfully  colors,  shadings,  pastels,  with 
surprising  facility  and  ease.  The  abil¬ 
ity  to  reproduce  full-color  pictorials  or 
vignettes  of  products  ranging  from 
Devil's  Food  cakes  to  industrial  tools, 
to  tobaccos  or  frozen  fruit,  make  it  an 
ideal  process  for  many  cartons.  The 
use  of  screens,  finer  than  those  nor¬ 
mally  used  in  letterpress  or  gravure, 
results  in  finer  detail  and  much  more 
natural  reproduction  of  these  pictorials. 
However,  the  use  of  these  finer  screens 
requires  much  more  care  and  precision 
in  the  offset-lithographic  processing, 
but  the  results  —  completely  life-like 
reproductions — are  worth  this  extra 
care  for  it  means  a  better  looking  car¬ 
ton,  a  better  tool  to  sell  today’s  prod¬ 
ucts  in  our  competitive  markets. 

The  fact  that  the  offset-lithographic 
pnn’ess  is  offset  from  plate  to  blanket, 
then  to  hoard,  means  that  it  can  utilize 
a  wider  range  of  hoards  and  coatings 
than  the  other  processes.  The  offset 
blanket  is  of  hard  hut  flexible  rubber 


and  is  more  pliable  and  resilient  than 
metal  electrotypes  used  in  letterpress, 
or  copper  cylinders  used  in  the  gravure 
process.  This  resilience  of  the  blanket 
can  impress  a  perfect  image  on  most 
all  hoard  finishes,  thus  it  is  more  flexi¬ 
ble  and  allows  more  latitude  and  dis¬ 
cretion  in  the  selection  of  hoard. 

\X’hile  this  may  seem  to  he  an  opti¬ 
mistic  picture  of  offset-lithography,  it 
is  not  intended  to  he  that  at  all,  but 
rather  an  appraisal  of  the  process  and 
the  advantages  of  its  process.  .As  we 
pointed  out  earlier,  each  of  the  proc¬ 
esses  has  inherent  advantages.  We 
manufacture  by  all  three  processes,  and 
we  sell  on  the  basis  of  the  advantages 
of  these  processes.  e  do  feel  that  off¬ 
set-lithography  is  a  factor  and  is  grow¬ 
ing  more  important  in  the  manufacture 
of  cartons.  Today's  complex  marketing 
and  distribution  demands  the  best  of 
the  talents  of  the  designer,  the  carton 
manufacturer,  the  merchandising  and 
advertising  manager,  and  the  salesman- 
ager  to  move  goods  in  our  highly  spe¬ 
cialized  channels  of  tra<le.  Lithogra¬ 
phy  on  cartons  is  an  important  means 
of  accomplishing  this  objective.

Here  are  highlights  in  the 
development  of  offset-lithography 
and  an  evaluation  of  the 
role  that  plates  have  played.

I  I  AVE  YOU  ever  delved  into  the 
I  origin  and  the  historic  growth  of 
this  great  lithographic  industry  of 
ours?  It  is  interesting  and  contains 
some  surprises  for  us. 

.\lmost  everyone.  I’m  sure,  knows 
that  .\lois  Senefelder  in  1798  invented 
lithography.  The  process  as  originated 
was  strictly  an  artistic,  chemical,  and 
manual  process.  Limestone  was  the 
liasis  for  the  whole  operation  and 
served  both  as  the  plate  and  press.  .\s 
the  process  was  then,  after  the  stone 
was  prepared,  the  image  was  laborious¬ 
ly  drawn  on  it.  Next  came  the  inking 
of  the  image,  dampening  of  the  stone, 
preparation  of  the  paper,  and  pulling 
of  the  impression. 


Eventually  presses  came  into  being 
and  lithography  enjoyed  an  era  of  pop¬ 
ularity  and  prosperity.  .\s  far  as  pro¬ 
duction  was  concerned  lithography’s 
biggest  drawback  was  the  artistic  tal¬ 
ent  necessary  for  the  hand  working  of 
the  plate.  The  coming  of  photography, 
light-sensitive  coatings,  and  hand  trans¬ 
fer  helped.  However,  the  slowness  of 
the  process  due  to  the  cumbersomeness 
of  the  stone  and  stone  presses  soon  left 
lithography  a  minor  process  overshad¬ 
owed  by  letterpress  and  others. 

Up  until  then  lithography  was  a  di¬ 
rect  contact  process.  That  is,  the  paper 
was  brought  into  contact  with  the  stone 
and  pulled  its  image  direct  from  the 
face  of  the  stone.  Continued  on  [MgeHO

In  the  early  1900'!>  oflf'iet  presses. 
u>inp  a  rubber  blanket  cylinder,  which 
transferred  the  image  from  the  plate 
ti)  the  paper,  came  into  being  and  prog¬ 
ress  resumed  slowly  hut  surely.  The 
resultant  image  was  far  superior  to  that 
gained  from  a  direct  contact  with  the 
^tone.  The  coming  of  offset-lithograpln 
with  the  use  of  a  rubber  blanket  almost 
immediately  created  a  distinct  advan¬ 
tage  over  other  processes  —  adaptabil¬ 
ity.  By  this  I  mean  the  ability  to  re¬ 
produce  on  various  types  of  surfaces 
and  materials.  .\s  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
offset  press  first  was  made  for  metal 
decorating  and  later  ailapted  for  paper 
lithography.  Metal  plates,  eliminating 
the  Use  of  stone,  was  another  important 
and  necessary  step  forward. 

.\t  this  point  1  w(nild  say  the  two 
really  important  steps  which  made  pos- 
'ible  the  growth  of  lithography  were 
the  invention  of  the  offset  press  itself 
and  the  use  of  metal  plates  in  place  of 
'tone.  This  at  least  gave  the  process  a 
chance  to  compete  in  production  with 
other  processes. 

As  time  went  on.  the  halftone  screen 
idea  was  borrowed  from  the  photoen¬ 
gravers.  the  photocomposing  machine 
was  invented,  and  improvements  were 
made  in  presses,  photographic  mate¬ 
rials  and  efjuipment.  paper,  ink  rollers, 
and  blankets. 

Growth  Is  Stymied 

Vi  hen  the  aforementioned  products 
or  machines  were  developed  and  manu- 
factureil  they  were  mostly  out  of  the 
price  range  of  the  average  lithographer. 
The  |)late  probably  most  used  by  the 
average  lithographer  was  also  i>robabIy 
the  most  troublesome.  With  these  fac¬ 
tors  and  the  envious,  narrow-minded 
and  foolhardy  resistance  from  certain 
grouj)s.  the  advance  of  offset-lit hog- 


ra|)hy  was  stymied  for  many  years.  The 
chemical  make-up  of  the  process  also 
I)layed  an  important  part  in  retarding 
advances.  By  this  I  mean  that  every 
lithographer  was  a  chemist  himself.  He 
had  his  own  pet  formulas  for  every¬ 
thing  from  etches  to  rub  up  solutions 
which  he  jealously  guarded  fri>m  every¬ 
one  including  his  fellow  worker.  This 
may  sound  like  exaggeration,  hut  it 
can  be  verified  by  talking  to  si>me  of 
our  old-time  lithographers. 

Zinc  and  aluminum  were  the  first 
metals  used  in  place  of  stone.  The  ad¬ 
vantage'  of  a  thin  piece  of  metal  in 
plai'e  of  stone  are  cpiite  obvious.  Even 
so,  as  mentioned  above,  metal  plates 
were  (|uite  troublesome  and  helped  de¬ 
lay  for  many  years  the  advances  of  off¬ 
set-lithography.  .‘surface  plates  coated 
with  light-sensitive  bichromate  albu¬ 
min  solutions  were  first  used,  with 
deep-etch  plates  making  an  entrance 
somewhere  along  the  line.  To  really 
exemplify  the  slowness  of  the  progress 
of  offset-lithography  —  these  were  the 
only  plates  used  to  any  extent  up  until 
the  end  of  World  War  II.  1  understand 
other  kinds  of  plates  were  introduced 
at  various  intervals  along  the  line  but 
failed  permanently  or  were  cast  aside 
temporarily  witlumt  really  receiving  a 
fair  or  intelligent  trial. 

Men  of  Vision 

Fortunately  for  us  there  were  some 
thick  skinned,  unselfish,  progress- 
minded  lithographers.  These  |)eople 
worked  together  and  pooled  their 
knowledge  whenever  possible,  because 
they  had  faith  in  their  industry  and  its 
potential.  Eventually  the  I.ithograjihic 
Technical  Foundation  was  founded,  the 
real  beginning  of  lithogra|)hic  progress. 
I  think  j)robably  the  most  early  signifi¬ 
cant  contribution  by  LTF  was  the 
stan<lardization  of  the  various  chemical 
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formulas.  The  importance  of  using  a 
chemical  solution  compatible  to  the 
situation  now  is  taken  for  granted,  but 
you  would  be  surprised  at  how  many 
solutions  were  used  continuously  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  years,  acting  in  the  exact 
opposite  of  their  intention. 

-As  time  went  on,  supply  firms  mar¬ 
keted  the  many  chemical  solutions 
used  in  the  trade,  and  at  the  same  coop¬ 
erated  with  LTF  in  experimenting  for 
improvements.  The  significant  fact  of 
the  whole  situation  is  that  it  all  but 
eliminated  the  self-made  chemist.  In¬ 
stead,  the  various  tradesmen  were  pre¬ 
sented  with  well-prepared  chemical 
solutions,  which  in  turn  gave  them  the 
opportunity  to  work  intelligently  and 
make  improvements  in  cooperation 
with  other  well-informed  people. 

Later,  some  of  the  more  learned  li¬ 
thographers  passed  on  their  knowledge 
through  instructing  in  schools  and 
writing  articles  and  books.  LTF,  along 
with  other  people,  has  been  responsible 
for  so  many  improvements  and  impor¬ 
tant  discoveries  we  do  not  have  space 
in  this  article  to  even  touch  upon  them. 

New  Plates  Appear 

Through  advances  made  with  better 
desensitization  and  longer  running 
images,  offset-lithography  really  started 
to  grow.  After  World  War  11,  bimetal 
and  trimetal  plates  made  their  entrance 
into  the  field  with  the  thought,  of 
course,  to  capture  some  of  the  long-run 
business  with  improved  quality  as  well. 

Next  we  were  offered  the  presensi¬ 
tized  plate  —  both  aluminum  and  pa¬ 
per.  The  advantages  of  these  plates 
were  a  simplification  in  preparation, 
improved  quality  of  reproduction,  and 
a  resultant  lower  plate  cost.  The  pre¬ 
sensitized  plate  must  be  given  much 
credit  for  the  influx  of  the  printer  into 
the  business.  Improvements  in  the 


plate,  mostly  increased  length  of  run 
and  the  availability  of  a  positive  as  well 
as  negative  working  plate,  now  have 
extended  their  use  to  the  larger  shops. 

In  an  effort  to  find  a  plate  which 
would  give  a  longer  run  than  the  con¬ 
ventional  deep-etch  plate  and  still  be 
competitive,  the  copperized  aluminum 
plate  was  born.  This  plate,  with  im¬ 
proved  quality,  ease  of  running,  and 
ever  increasing  pressrun  life,  has  con¬ 
tributed  additional  advances. 

.\  few  years  ago  wipe-on  coatings 
appeared  on  the  market.  They,  too,  are 
slowly  but  surely  making  a  niche  in 
the  plate  market.  The  selling  points  of 
this  plate  are  simplified  and  lower  cost 
with  quality  and  longer  runs  than  the 
conventional  surface  plates. 

Certainly,  constructive  improvements 
are  being  made  in  all  phases  of  this 
business  every  day,  but  the  changing 
lithographic  plate  seems  to  be  the 
prominent  item. 

A  Plate  for  Everyone 

We  have  touched  on  a  few  of  the 
many  plates  available  today.  Amazing¬ 
ly.  all  of  these  do  a  good  job  if  given  a 
chance.  Each  plate  is  made  to  do  a 
specific  job  and  will  fit  into  any  plant, 
depending  upon  its  type  of  work  and 
method  of  operation.  The  progressive 
firm  learns  to  use  any  number  of  these 
plates  to  its  advantage.  What  other 
process  today  has  this  variety  of  print¬ 
ing  plates? 

What’s  in  store  for  us  with  plates? 
.More  of  the  presensitized,  pre-coated 
and  wipe-on  varieties,  both  in  surface 
and  deep-etch. 

Ironically,  the  lithographic  plate 
which  was  so  responsible  in  hindering 
the  progress  of  lithography  in  the  early 
days,  is  today  probably  more  responsi¬ 
ble  than  anything  else  for  the  ever  in¬ 
creasing  growth  of  the  business. 
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That  Harris  man’s  here  again

THK  various  points-of-confiict  l>et\veen  the  Democrats  running 
Capitol  Hill  and  the  Republicans  in  the  W  hite  House  have  grown 
sharper  in  some  respects  and  less  apparent  in  others  as  the  session 
has  grown  older. 

With  5,(HK),()(M)  unemployed,  and  the  rate  of  recovery  proceeding 
at  a  much  less  rapid  pace  than  most  economists  had  predicted  at  year- 
end,  it  is  natural  that  the  W  hite  House  should  accede  to  much  legis¬ 
lation  which  it  once  fought  bitterly.  There  has  been  less  and  less  em¬ 
phasis  on  a  “balanced  budget"  in  talks  between  President  Dwight  D. 
Kisenhower  and  the  Democratic  Congressional  leaders  he  has  been 
inviting  to  the  White  House  for  off-the-record  tete-a-tetes.  And  there 
have  been  fewer  “threats”  of  vetoes  to  come,  considering  that  the 
Democrats  have  proved,  on  more  than  underscore  the  lack  of  money  and 

one  occasion,  that  they  can  chalk  up  a  credit  among  the  populace.  That  is  why 

vote  of  more  than  two-thirds  in  either  the  first  hills  cleared  for  action  —  the 

the  Senate  or  the  House  of  Representa-  Veterans’  Housing  legislation  in  the 

tives  at  will.

Urge  Tax  Break  for  Self-employed 

.\  number  of  small  businessmen,  in¬ 
cluding  printing  companies  with  just  a 
few  employees,  plus  numerous  self-em¬ 
ployed  people  such  as  doctors,  lawyers, 
writers,  and  the  like,  have  evidenced 
interest  in  the  so-called  “Jenkins- 
Keogh”  bill.  This  would  give  a  special 
tax  break  to  help  the  self-employed  to 
put  away  money  each  year  for  retire¬ 
ment,  on  a  tax-free  basis. 

The  measure,  which  Treasury  ex¬ 
perts  estimate  would  cost  Uncle  Sam 
some  $365  million  a  year  in  revenue 
the  first  year  and  smaller  amounts 
thereafter,  would  permit  an  individual 
to  postpone  payment  of  taxes  until  he 
was  65  on  10  percent  of  his  earnings, 
provided  the  money  was  placed  volun¬ 
tarily  in  a  retirement  fund.  Salaried 
persons  working  for  larger  companies 
enjoy  already  a  similar  benefit  on 
money  they,  or  their  employers,  pay 
into  pension  funds.  The  investments 
and  their  earnings  would  be  taxed 
when  they  are  withdrawn,  after  the 
age  of  65,  on  the  part  of  the  individual. 

In  most  instances,  the  self-employed 
workers  and  small  businessmen  would 
pay  less  taxes,  overall,  during  their 
lives  than  they  might  have  to  pay  other¬ 
wise.  This  is  due  principally  to  the 
fact  that  a  retired  person  generally  falls 


into  a  lower  tax  bracket  because  he 
doesn't  earn  as  much  money  as  in  his 
earlier  years. 

One  of  the  sponsors  of  the  original 
legislation  —  Jenkins  —  is  now  dead, 
but  Keogh  still  is  pushing  his  measure, 
which  passed  the  House  last  year  and 
was  buried  in  the  Senate.  Senator  John 
j.  Sparkman  (l).-.\la.),  chairman  of 
the  Senate  Committee  on  .'small  Busi¬ 
ness.  will  introduce  this  measure  in  the 
.'senate  and  push  for  its  passage.  The 
legislation  actually  cleared  the  House 
(Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  during 
the  first  month  of  the  new  session, 
which  indicates  it  might  easily  pass  the 
House  without  trouble.  Considering 
the  new  Democratic  strength  in  the 
Senate,  it  may  well  go  through  that 
body,  too,  without  noticeable  opposi¬ 
tion  this  year.

Seek  Aid  for  Small  Business 

THE  Federal  Trade  Commission  here 
has  reported  that  899  major  business 
mergers  were  reported  during  1958, 
compared  with  941  in  1957.  However, 
it  is  pointed  out  that  the  tabulation 
merely  is  to  determine  the  trend  in 
merger  movement  and  is  in  no  sense  a 
definitive  study.  Industries  showing  an 
increase  in  mergers  were  printing  and 
publishing,  food,  lumber,  chemicals, 
petroleum  and  coal  products,  and 
others. 

(Congressmen  are  pointing  out,  in 
House  speeches  and  on  the  Senate 
floor,  that  1958  witnessed  more  small 
business  failures  in  the  United  States 
than  in  any  year  since  1933.  “There  are 
many  reasons  for  this,”  one  legislator 
told  his  colleagues.  "Small  business  is 
not  able  to  receive  adecjuate  financing 
from  bank  and  loan  institutions.  The 
Federal  tax  bite  is  so  great  that  it  sub¬ 
stantially  reduces  the  amount  of  invest¬ 
ment  that  is  available  to  the  small  busi¬ 
nessman  for  reinvestment  purposes.”

Labor  Legislation 

THE  jockeying  on  major  labor  leg¬ 
islation  has  begun,  and  how  it  will  end 
remains  to  be  seen,  for  there  are  too 
many  cross-currents  in  this  fight. 

The  Republican  .Administration’s 
bill,  including  a  number  of  proposals 
for  major  Taft-Hartley  .Act  changes,  is 
considered  by  many  businessmen  to  be 
the  “stronger"  of  the  two  bills  over 
which  the  shouting  is  taking  place.  The 
other  is  the  bill  introduceil  by  Senator 
John  F.  Kennedy  (D.-.Mass. ).  which 
seems  to  please  labor  leaders  more  than 
it  does  business  leaders.  Senator  John 
McClellan  (I). -.Ark.)  yet  may  put  in 
his  own  “pure”  reform  bill,  and  it  is 
possible  that,  as  a  compromise,  both 
sides  would  go  for  it. 

Last  year,  big  businessmen  fought 
the  Kennedy-lves  bill  (essentially  the 
same  legislation  as  the  new  Kennedy 
bill)  anil  killed  it  in  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives.  This  year,  businessmen

Goss  Headliners  for  Berlin 

At  a  time  when  the  future  of  Berlin 
is  once  ajjain  in  the  forefront  of  the 
news,  a  purchase  by  a  major  publish¬ 
ing  house  in  that  city  indicates  the 
(juiet  optimism  of  the  West  Berliners. 

The  well-known  house  of  Ullstein  has 
decided  to  purchase  (/Oss  Headliner 
presses,  to  he  delivered  in  1960. 

After  an  extensive  tour  of  newspaper 
plants  —  including  some  in  the  United 
States  —  to  observe  the  use  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  typical  eiiuipment  and  after  also 
visiting  the  factories  of  all  the  major 
manufacturers  of  newspaper  presses, 
Karl  Ullstein  and  Ernst  R.  Stunk  of 
Ullstein  House,  Berlin,  decided  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  Goss  Headliner  presses. 

Goss  eijuipment  was  selected  because 
it  met  the  high  mechanical  standard 
set  by  Ullstein.  which  they  said  could 
not  l)e  found  elsewhere.  Over  the  years, 
I  llstein  had  always  had  a  reputation 
for  purchasing  the  most  modern  ma¬ 
chinery  which  Germany,  the  United 
States,  or  Great  Britain  could  produce. 

It  is  particularly  encouraging  to 
learn  that  in  the  face  of  strong  German 
competition,  the  Headliner  press  will 
be  the  first  foreign-built  newspaper 
press  to  be  installed  in  Berlin  since  the 
war. 

The  installation  will  consist  of  eight 
printing  units,  four  folders  and  three 


colour  arrangements  with  provision  for 
future  colour  addition.  The  press  will 
be  built  in  the  British  factory  of  the 
Goss  Printing  Press  Co.  Ltd.,  Preston, 
Lancs.,  and  is  scheduled  for  delivery 
in  1960. 

The  special  features  which  appealed 
to  the  customer  were  the  well-known 
Goss  tension  plate  lock-up  and  the 
Colortrol  system  for  ink  control. 

The  Headliner  will  he  housed  in  a 
new  extension  of  the  existing  Ullstein 
building  in  Vt  est  Berlin.  Already  the 
plant  employs  more  than  4.000  people. 
As  rapidly  as  possible  it  is  being  re- 
etiuipped  with  the  finest  machinery  in 
all  departments.

Russians  Are  Making  S.  S. 
Electronic  Engravers 

Russian  progress  in  the  field  of  elec¬ 
tronic  engraving  is  reported  in  the 
German  periodical  Graphische  Woche. 
This  journal  states  that  according  to 
the  Soviet  publication  Technika  Molod- 
joshi,  a  number  of  exjyerimental  elec¬ 
tronic  plate  engraving  machines  were 
produced  by  the  Russian  Institute  for 
the  Printing  Industry. 

The  engraver,  resembling  the  Swiss- 
made  Elgrama  machine,  has  so  far  only 
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been  produced  in  the  28  line  per  cm. 
form.  Enlargements  or  reductions  can¬ 
not  be  made. 

Another  German  periodical,  Druck- 
spiegel,  gives  an  account  of  printing 
research  in  the  Soviet  l.^nion.  The  jour¬ 
nal  states  that  there  are  three  research 
institutes  in  Russia,  two  in  Moscow  and 
one  in  Lvov.  One  of  the  Moscow  insti¬ 
tutes  is  solely  concerned  with  machine 
construction.  The  .\ll-lJnion  Research 
Institute  for  Graphic  .Arts  Technology 
was  founded  in  Moscow  26  years  ago, 
with  180  employees.  In  another  part 
of  Moscow  is  an  experimental  printing 
works  employing  LAO  workers.  The  Re¬ 
search  Institute  maintains  branches  in 
various  large  printing  works  through¬ 
out  the  isoviet  Union,  which  provide 
a  liaison  between  research  and  practi¬ 
cal  application. 

Describing  the  work  of  the  Institute, 
the  article  notes  that  in  the  photo¬ 
graphic  laboratory,  a  team  of  18  is  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  investigation  of  masking 
techni(|ues,  prescreening  of  films  and 
the  provision  of  contrasty  film-material 
which  is  said  to  he  equivalent  in  qual¬ 
ity  to  Kodalith.  The  results  on  the  use 
of  the  contact  screen  have  just  been 
published  by  the  only  Russian  trade 
magazine.  The  letterpress  technical 
laboratory  is  engaged  in  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  plastics  to  type  and  stereos,  in 
conjunction  with  a  foundry  in  Lenin¬

Rush  Paper  Etched 
By  New  Process 

While  .Australian  photoengravers  and 
litho-platemakers  were  discussing  the 
future  of  powderless  etching  at  the  re¬ 
cent  Terrigal  (N.SW)  convention,  his¬ 
tory  was  being  made  in  Printing  House 
Square,  London.  The  first  newspaper 
to  be  produced  from  plates  made  in  the 
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Dirats  powderless  etching  machine  was 
running  on  the  rotary  presses  of  The 
Times. 

The  newspaper  was  the  new  weekly 
overseas  edition  of  the  Toronto  Globe 
and  .Mail,  the  largest-selling  daily  in 
Ganada.  Production  of  the  overseas 
edition  began  only  three  days  before 
printing  when  proofs  arrived  in  Lon¬ 
don  by  air  from  (Canada.  The  20  pages 
in  the  issue  were  photographed,  printed 
on  to  metal  and  etched  page  by  page 
in  the  Dirats  machine. 

Three  days  after  the  arrival  of  the 
proofs,  30.000  copies  had  been  printed 
and  were  ready  for  circulation.  Using 
the  new  Dirats  powderless  etching  ma¬ 
chine,  it  is  possible  to  etch  a  whole 
page  of  a  newspaper,  illustration  and 
type  combined,  in  12  minutes.

Vi  hen  this  reporter  began  snoop¬ 
ing  around  fas  reporters  do)  for  can¬ 
did  comments  about  Mr.  Sittig  he 
found  he  was  dealing  with  one  of  the 
most  admired  and  respected  men  in 
the  printing  industry. 

alter  Sittig  is  now  76  years  old. 
an  age  when  most  men  are  11  years  re¬ 
tired.  However,  he  maintains  his  posi¬ 
tion  with  the  same  dignity  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  that  he  had  when  he.  H.  B.  Rouse 
and  Bill  Knoll  founded  the  comjianv 
in  1899. 

alter  came  to  Chicago  in  1899  at 
the  age  of  16.  He  wanted  to  work  with 
his  uncle  who  owned  a  machine  shop 
there.  His  uncle  wanted  to  give  him  a 
job  hut  felt  that  machine  shop  work 
was  too  dirty.  .So  he  got  his  nephew  a 
job  with  a  firm  making  gold  pens. 
Walter  would  get  a  stack  of  $20.00 
g(dd  j)ieces.  melt  them  down  and  make 
pens;  then  he  would  he  given  more 
gold  pieces  as  the  pens  were  sold  and 


the  process  would  be  repeated  again 
and  again.  This  monotony  clashed  with 
his  creative  drive.  So  he  gave  it  up  six 
months  later  to  go  into  the  business 
which  was  to  he  his  life. 

H.  B.  Rouse  &  Co.  began  with  the 
invention  by  Mr.  Rouse  of  a  new  lead 
an<l  rule  cutter  and  a  composing  stick. 
These  were  first  manufactured  in  Wal¬ 
ter’s  uncle’s  plant  where  l)oth  Walter 
and  Bill  Knoll  were  employed.  Walter 
recalled  with  jtleasure  that  day  in  1899 
when  he,  H.  B.  Rouse  and  Bill  Knoll 
decided  to  open  their  own  business. 

"We  rented  a  loft  on  Chicago’s  West 
Huron  Street,  moved  in  our  equipment 
and  set  out  to  find  customers.  It  was 
easier  to  open  a  company  then  than  it 
is  today.  Government  restrictions  ami 
taxes  were  not  the  huge  problems  that 
face  small  businessmen  today. 

“American  Type  Founders  was  our 
first  customer.  They  had  faith  in  the 
company  and  the  products  of  their  for¬ 
mer  employee.  H.  B.  Rouse.  From  there 
the  Rouse  Company  continued  to  grow 
at  a  rapid  pace.  But.  never  did  they

Since  bacteria  are  re>p<>n<ilile  fi>i 
the  ile^tructinn  of  many  litbofirapliic 
materials,  suitable  means  for  prevent- 
infi  such  destruction  are  resorted  to. 

Tlicre  are  many  physical  and  chemi¬ 
cal  agents  which  are  used  to  destroy 
bacteria.  Of  the  physical  agents  used, 
heat  is  perhaps  the  most  common 
method  of  killing  bacteria.  Most  bac¬ 
teria,  especially  the  general  run  t\pe 
which  are  respon-ihle  for  the  damage 
in  the  lithogra|ihic  shop  are  killed  h\ 
heating  the  sedution  to  about  the  tem¬ 
perature  of  boiling  water  for  onl\  a 
few  minutes.  There  are  some  >pecie-- 
of  bacteria  called  the  thermophiles 
which  are  able  to  withstand  the  heat 
of  boiling  water  for  as  long  as  21 
hours. 

Heating,  as  a  means  of  destroying 
bacteria  in  lithographic  sidutions  i» 
tpiile  impractical  because  many  of  the 
solutions  involved  are  not  heat  stable. 
Vi  hen  egg  albumin  is  heated  above 
70  degrees  centigrade  a  coagulation 
of  the  protein  takes  place  and  the 
albumin  is  then  no  longer  suitable  for 
platemaking.  It  is  the  same  coagula¬ 
tion  which  occurs  when  egg  white  is 
heated  in  a  frving  pan.

however,  further  impractiral  hecause 
the  contents  are  not  immediately  used 
after  the  container  is  opened.  Once 
the  container  is  opened,  bacteria  from 
the  air  enter  the  solution  and  it  is 
again  subject  to  spoilage. 

The  practical  method  of  preventing 
liacterial  spoilage  in  shop  solutions 
such  as  albumin  coatings,  gum  coat¬ 
ings,  and  gum  solutions  is  by  chemical 
preservation. 

Perhaps  the  earliest  use  of  germi¬ 
cidal  agents  was  by  the  ancient  Egyp¬ 
tians  who  practiced  embalming.  The 
preservatives  which  they  used  were 
vegetable  oils,  spices,  and  gums.  Ger¬ 
micides  such  as  carbolic  acid  ( phenol  I 
and  mercuric  chloride  were  used  even 
before  it  was  known  that  bacteria 
existed.  .After  Pasteur  had  proven  the 
existence  of  bacteria,  research  in  pre¬ 
servatives  progressed  rapidly  and  many 
chemicals  having  high  germ-killing 
properties  were  discovered. 

The  mechanism  of  the  action  of  pre¬ 
servatives  is  not  fully  known.  It  is 
known  that  certain  chemicals,  carbolic 
acid  or  mercuric  chloride,  for  example, 
kill  bacteria  by  coagulating  the  pro¬ 
tein  of  which  the  bacteria  is  composed. 
Other  chemicals  such  as  oxidizing 
agents,  acids,  or  alkalies,  destroy  the 
cell  structure  of  the  bacteria  and  cause 
it  to  die. 

A  preservative  to  be  useful  in  the 
shop  must  first  of  all  be  readily  soluble 
in  water.  An  exception  to  this  rule 
is  an  alcohol-soluble  preservative  of 
which  thymol  is  an  example.  Thymol, 
although  insoluble  in  water,  can  be 
dissolved  in  alcohol  and  may  be 
added  to  water  solutions  in  which  it 
is  dispersed.  There  is  objection  to 
such  addition  of  alcohol  to  colloids 
since  there  is  danger  that  the  colloids 
may  be  coagulated.

available,  there  is  really  no  pood  rea¬ 
son  for  using  aleohol-soluhle  preserva¬ 
tives. 

To  he  useful  as  a  preservative,  th- 
c'heinical  must  he  ntm-injurious  to  col¬ 
loids.  It  mu't  not  denature  the  colloid 
and  cause  even  the  slightest  precipita¬ 
tion  no  matter  how  long  the  preserved 
colloid  has  stood. 

There  are  many  preservatives  known 
to  the  trade.  Some  of  these  are  ex¬ 
tremely  powerful  and  only  minute 
amounts  of  them  are  needed  for  com¬ 
plete  bacterial  inhibition. 

Formaldehyde  is  probably  the  oldest 
known  germicide.  Its  original  use  was 
for  the  preservation  of  food  products 
such  as  milk.  One  part  of  formalde¬ 
hyde  in  50,000  parts  of  milk  will  keep 
the  milk  sweet  for  2i  hours.  Its  use  in 
food  products  is  now  prohibited  by  law 
due  to  its  toxic  properties.  Formalde¬ 
hyde  is  a  gas,  and  for  general  use  it 
is  dissolved  in  water  (10%  solution* 
and  is  called  formalin.  Formaldehyde 
is  not  recommended  in  products  con¬ 
taining  gum  arahic  because  of  the 
tendency  of  this  chemical  to  render 
the  film  of  gum  brittle.  W  hen  in  con¬ 
tact  with  ammonia,  formaldehyde 
fortns  a  solid  by  reacting  with  am¬ 
monia  to  form  a  substance  called 
hexamethylenetetramine.  However,  this 
substance  is  also  a  powerful  germicide. 


I’henol,  or  carbolic  acid,  as  this 
chemical  is  known  commercially,  is  a 
strong  germicide  and  an  efficient  pre¬ 
servative.  In  preserving  albumin,  phe¬ 
nol  must  he  added  with  care  since  it 
may  coagulate  albumin.  W  hen  adding 
a  strong  solution  of  phenol  to  egg 
albumin  it  can  he  noticed  that  a  white, 
milk-like  precipitate  forms  at  the  point 
of  addition.  This  is  due  to  the  styptic 
phenol  acting  upon  the  albumin,  caus¬ 
ing  it  to  coagulate.  Added  in  dilute 
form,  phenol  will  not  cause  the  co¬ 
agulation  of  albumin. 

.Salicylic  acid  is  a  chemical  germi¬ 
cide  which  is  considered  useful  in 
lithographic  solutions.  Salicylic  acid  is 
a  coal  tar  product.  hen  it  is  heated, 
it  breaks  up  into  phenol  and  carbonic 
acid.  It  is  (juite  soluble  in  water,  is 
not  corrosive,  and  does  not  coagulate 
albumin.

Proper  Ink  Trapping 

Qlf  t‘  (irr  looking  tor  information 
•  on  trapping  of  inks  on  a  two- 
color  offset  press.  Do  yon  know  of  any 
good  hooks  or  articles  that  are  available 
on  the  subject? 

One  of  the  prohlems  you  will  ex- 
•  perience  when  addintr  multicolor 
presses  to  your  rejiular  line  of  single- 
<(>lor  eipiipnient  is  ink  trapping.  Nat 
iirally,  this  isn't  one  of  those  insur- 
mountahle  difficulties,  hut  rather  a 
prohlein  of  adjusting  habits  and  pro 
cedu  res. 

Irapping.  as  best  1  can  state  it.  oc¬ 
curs  when  a  printed  or  lithographed 
film  of  ink  accepts  suhsequent  printed 
or  lithographed  films  of  ink  properiv. 

W  hen  running  work  on  single-color 
presses,  or  printing  one  color  at  a  time, 
proper  trapiiing  is  usually  no  problem 
lu-cause  each  color  has  a  chance  to  set 
before  the  j<di  goes  through  the  press 
I  again.  However,  laying  down  more  than 
one  color  in  a  single  pass  through  the 
press  presents  another  situation  and  re¬ 
quires  another  set  of  rules.  These  are 
fairly  simple  and.  once  mastered  and 
adhered  to.  shouldn't  present  a  diffi¬ 
culty  to  the  pressman  in  his  regular 
routine.  1  don't  mean  to  imply  that  the 
pressman  is  solely  responsible.  ,\nyone 
responsible  for  planning  the  job  and 
ordering  the  materials  involved  fink 
and  paper)  also  must  educate  himself 
to  multicolor  press  necessities.

the  most  important  factor  involved  in 
proper  wet  trapping.  The  rule  is  sim¬ 
ple  and  goes  like  this:  the  first  down 
color  must  he  the  tackiest  with  each 
subsequent  color  in  the  pass  less  tacky. 
The  more  colors  involved  in  a  pass 
through  the  press  the  more  critical  will 
he  this  tack  [irohlern.  For  example,  we 
have  a  four-color  joh  going  through  a 
two-color  press  twice,  printing  two  col¬ 
ors  each  pass.  The  sequence  may  he 
yellow  first  down  and  blue  second  down 
on  the  first  pass,  red  first  down  and 
black  second  down  on  the  second  pass. 
On  each  pass  it  is  only  necessary  to 
have  the  first  down  coKtr  tackier  than 
the  second  down  color.  \X  hen  running 
this  same  joh  on  a  four-color  press,  one 
pass  through  the  press,  the  tack  prob¬ 
lem  is  more  involved.  I  sing  the  same 
sequence  of  colors,  the  first  down  color 
yellow  has  the  most  tack,  blue  as  sec¬ 
ond  down  has  less  tack  than  the  yel¬ 
low,  red  as  third  down  has  less  tack 
than  the  blue,  and  black  as  fourth 
down  has  less  tack  than  the  red. 

The  explanation  for  this  phenome¬ 
non  is  this;  as  an  ink  film  is  applied 
to  the  paper  it  must  have  enough  tack 
to  pull  the  succeeding  film  of  ink  off 
the  blanket.  If  you  have  seen  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  poor  trapping  from  a  multi- 
ccdor  press  it  should  he  easy  to  absorb 
the  explanation.  A  sheet  of  this  nature 
usually  shows  the  first  down  color  lay¬ 
ing  on  the  paper  properly  hut  the  fol¬ 
lowing  colors  grayed  out  or  laying 
motley.  .As  the  explanation  goes,  the 
first  down  color  went  down  fine  but 
lacked  sufficient  tack  to  pull  enough 
ink  from  the  next  color  to  cover  prop¬ 
erly. 

Improper  trapping  is  easily  discern¬ 
ible  when  printing  solids  or  type  over 
solids,  hut  process  work  generally  re¬ 
quires  the  use  of  a  magnifying  glass. 
Where  process  work  is  concerned,  com- 
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paring  the  printed  sheets  with  the  progs 
may  indicate,  mistakenly,  an  improp¬ 
erly  made  plate  or  the  wrong  shade  of 
ink  being  used.  I’nless  someone  is  on 
the  hall  and  is  trained  to  compare 
plates  with  progs  and  recognizes  a  case 
of  poor  trapping,  considerable  time  and 
money  can  go  down  the  drain  need¬ 
lessly.  By  recognizing  the  problem  as 
one  of  trapping,  usually  an  adjustment 
of  ink  tack  on  one  or  more  of  the  col¬ 
ors  is  the  solution. 

Before  we  go  on  to  some  of  the  lesser 
causes  of  poor  trapping,  1  think  it 
might  be  helpful  if  we  take  time  to 
dehne  tack  and  the  possibility  of  con¬ 
fusing  it  with  other  ink  properties. 
There  are  plenty  of  high-powered  defi¬ 
nitions.  hut  1  like  Emmett  Flaherty’s 
explanation  in  a  similar  article  in  the 
CA\f  of  October,  19.53.  Emmett  says, 
“Tack  is  the  relative  pull  or  stickiness 
of  an  ink.”  W  hen  a  film  of  ink  trans¬ 
fers  from  blanket  to  paper  it  actually 
splits  in  two.  It’s  somewhat  like  a  rope¬ 
pulling  contest  in  which  the  side  with 
the  most  pull  wins.  Only  in  our  case  we 
can  help  one  side  overcome  the  other 
side  by  adjusting  the  tack  of  the  ink. 
To  explain  further,  the  ink  film  split 
occurs  when  the  paper  passes  between 
the  impression  cylinder  and  blanket. 
If  the  ink  is  too  tacky  the  blanket  pull 
is  greater  and  the  paper  is  actually 
j)icked  or  ruptured,  with  the  ink  film 
split  in  favor  of  the  blanket.  ^!^e  must 
then  reduce  the  tack  so  that  the  ink 
film  split  is  in  favor  of  the  paper. 

Tack  has  nothing  to  do  with  body 
or  stiffness.  This  is  where  the  confu¬ 
sion  comes  in.  A  tacky  ink  can  have  a 
stiff  body  or  a  soft  body.  .Actually, 
stiff-bodied  inks  serve  no  purpose  and 
are  fast  disappearing  from  the  market. 
Many  a  pressman  has  gotten  into  trou¬ 
ble  by  loading  his  ink  with  compound 
to  reduce  the  tack  when  he  thought  a

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'■tiff  body  was  the  trouble.  The  solution 
"hould  have  been  to  break  down  the 
bo<ly  somewhat  by  workiiifi  the  ink  on 
the  slab. 

Stock  absorbency  is  another  factor 
which  affects  trapping:.  The  more  ab¬ 
sorbent  the  stock  the  better  the  trap¬ 
ping.  This  again,  of  course,  is  related 
to  the  splitting  of  the  ink  film.  Hard, 
non-absorbent  stock  retjuires  a  wider 
tack  range  in  order  to  trap  properly. 

Thin  ink  film  traps  better  than  heavy 
ink  film.  For  this  reason  inks  for  multi¬ 
color  presses  should  be  made  stronger 
than  is  necessary  for  single-color 
presses. 

Faster  setting  inks  trap  better  than 
slower  setting  inks.  Vie  mentioned 
earlier  that  no  trapping  problem  oc¬ 
curs  when  printing  a  wet  color  over  a 
dry  or  set  color.  Using  faster  setting 
inks  ai)jiroaches  this  principle. 

hat  we  have  mentioned  here  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  ink  for  multi¬ 
color  printing  should  anti  must  be  tail¬ 
ored  to  suit.  hen  ordering  you  must 
specify  first,  second,  third,  or  fourth 
down,  and  submit  a  sample  of  the  stock 
to  be  run.  Naturally,  it  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  adjustments  at  the  press. 
Either  tack  up  the  first  down  colors 
with  body  gum  or  reduce  the  second 
down  colors  with  compound  or  a  suit¬ 
able  varnish. 


If  the  stock  is  picking,  you  will  nat¬ 
urally  have  to  reduce  the  tack  of  the 
first  down  color.  This  probably,  but  not 
necessarily  will  mean  reducing  the  tack 
in  all  subse<pient  colors. 

Reducing  the  cidor  excessively  re¬ 
quires  running  a  heavier  film  of  ink  in 
order  to  keep  color  and  more  tra[)ping 
problems.  Tins  obviously  indicates  that 
the  ink  adjusting  range  is  more  limited 
where  multicolor  printing  is  concerned 
than  single-color  printing  and  ink  must 
be  tailored  to  fit  the  job  and  remade  if 
it  doesn’t. 

I  tbink  we  have  <-overed  the  subject 
fairly  thoroughly,  so  I'm  sure  you  can 
realize  that  it  would  be  ratber  difficult 
to  write  a  book  on  tbe  subject  alone. 
Most  books  on  the  market  devote  a 
paragraph  or  short  chapter  to  the  sub¬ 
ject.  Not  too  long  ag<i  the  National 
-Association  of  I’rinting  Ink  Makers 
put  out  a  handbook  on  printing  inks.  I 
think  it  is  one  of  the  best  and^you 
should  be  able  to  get  a  copy  from  your 
ink  supplier.  It  covers  the  trajiping 
subject  very  well. 


B(K)ks  on  printing  subjects  will  help 
you  in  your  own  work.  .Also,  they  will 
give  you  a  knowlcilgc  of  branches  of 
the  printing  industry  with  which  you 
should  be  tamiliar.

the  skin  will  become  more  sensitive, 
and  the  condition  will  worsen.  It  is  ex¬ 
actly  like  the  old  adage  of  “The  straw 
that  broke  the  camel's  hack,”  or  as 
Dr.  Strakosch  put  it:  “.\  jar  full  of 
water  cannot  he  filled  with  any  more 
water  without  overflowing."  That  is  ex¬ 
actly  what  happens  to  a  person’s  skin. 

It  can  only  fight  off  the  effects  of  a 
material  or  chemical  so  long  and  then 
becomes  sensitive  to  that  material  or 
chemical. 

During  his  talk  the  doctor  explained 
that  chromic  dermatitis  is  one  of  the 
most  damaging,  as  it  can  spread  from 
the  damaging  chemical  to  cause  a  per¬ 
son  to  become  sensitive  to  objects  such 
as  a  common  cigarette  lighter  or  the 
nickel  in  a  five  cent  coin,  or  to  a  belt 
buckle.  He  explained  that  some  per¬ 
sons  having  a  serious  case  of  derma¬ 
titis  would  only  have  to  come  in  con¬ 
tact  with  a  chemical  by  just  passing 
through  a  room  where  it  is  placed  to 
cause  an  outbreak  of  the  effects  of 
occupational  dermatoses. 

One  of  the  persons  present  at  the 
meeting  has  the  chromic  dermatitis, 
which  caused  him  to  leave  his  particu¬ 
lar  work  to  start  again  on  a  new  type 
of  job.  h'ortunately.  he  was  able  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  graphic  arts  industry. 

Job  Transfer  Is  Only 
Treatment  for  Dermatitis 

Job  transfer  is  at  present  about  the 
only  treatment  available  for  printers 
suffering  from  chromate  dermatitis. 

.'skin  disease  is  an  important  occu- 
liational  hazard  of  lithographers,  affect¬ 
ing  from  5  to  10  percent  of  those  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  reproduction  of  colored 
photographs  by  high-speed  printing 
presses.  Such  skin  disease,  called

■‘(•hromale  dermatitis"  l)ecause  chromic 
acid  derivatives  are  believed  to  he  the 
major  factor  in  the  disease,  is  difficult 
to  prevent  and  control,  three  North¬ 
western  University  Medical  Center  phy- 
'iicians  said  in  the  current  ( February 
7(  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
\>isociation. 

In  a  study  of  100  men,  the  doctors 
found  that  many  chemicals,  not  just 
chromic  acid  derivatives,  cause  derma- 
lili>.  It  takes  about  fyve  years  for  a 
prosman.  who  uses  many  chemicals,  to 
develop  dermatitis,  while  it  takes  15  for 
a  platemaker,  who  uses  only  a  few 
chemicals. 

Protection  from  rubber  gloves  or 
(  reams  has  been  found  to  he  unsuccess¬ 
ful.  mainly  because  their  use  makes  the 
handling  of  materials  cumbersome. 
However,  the  doctors  believe  that  the 
dermatitis  could  he  controlled  to  some 
extent  by  safety  engineering  procedures 
which  woidd  minimize  contact  with 


known  hazardous  chemical  agents;  by 
research  toward  the  development  of 
materials  to  replace  those  with  known 
undesirable  effects,  and  by  further  re- 
•^earch  into  the  possibility  of  repelling, 
neutralizing,  or  separating  chromate 
when  it  comes  in  contact  with  the  skin. 

But  until  such  measures  succeed, 
transfer  to  another  job  is  about  the  only 
way  of  helping  printers  who  suffer  from 
lithographer's  dermatitis,  the  doctors 
said.

Worn  Link  Eyebolts 
Cause  Poor  Realignment 

Qlf  e  operate  a  Model  15  Linotype, 

•  many  years  old,  but  still  giving 
good  service.  When  tie  cast  boldface 
by  means  of  the  “flipper”  or  Simple 
Two-Letter  Attachment,  the  first  ele¬ 
vator  fails  to  raise  the  line  of  mats  for 
alignment,  with  the  result  that  our 
boldface  lines  are  usually  a  bit  uneven. 
W e  could,  of  course,  assemble  them 
on  the  rail,  but  we  have  a  font  of  18 
point  one-letter  mats  which  can  be  cast 
only  by  use  of  the  flipper. 

I  have  tried  adjusting  the  two  parts 
of  the  vertical  first  eletator  lever  so 
that  when  the  first  elevator  .seats  on 
the  vise  cap,  the  roller  will  hug  the 
first  elevator  cam  more  snugly,  but  the 
result  of  this  is  that  when  the  elevator 
rises  to  its  highest  position,  the  hor¬ 
izontal  lever  strikes  the  frame  of  the 
machine,  just  below  the  front  of  the 
metal  pot. 

It  is  possible,  of  course,  that  the  diffi¬ 
culty  results  from  wear  on  the  cam,  hut 
this  cam  does  not  show  excessive  wear. 
A  few  years  ago  I  installed  an  oversize 
roller  to  compensate  for  possible  wear 
on  the  cam,  but  this  would  not,  of 
course,  take  care  of  excess  wear  on  any 
one  part  of  the  cam. 

I  am  wondering  whether  there  is  a 
possible  adjustment  that  /  have  over-

Ilecaiise  of  worn  parts  and  be- 
■  cause  the  cam  cannot  give  so 
ii.iich  up-thrust  to  the  elevator  when 
tfie  elevator  rests  a  little  higher  on  the 
hlling  piece  (Hip[>er>,  the  mats  in  aux¬ 
iliary  position  with  hlling  piece  in  op¬ 
eration  are  not  sufficiently  raised  for 
alignment.  Replace  the  worn  hrst  ele¬ 
vator  lever  link  eyebolts  and  pins,  and 
the  trouble,  no  doubt,  will  disappear. 
^  ou  may  he  surprised  to  see  how  much 
the  parts  are  worn. 

If  the  foregoing  does  not  suffice,  put 
a  shoe  on  the  cam  to  increase  the  up¬ 
thrust.  The  shoe  should  be  about  1/16 
inch  thick  and  lung  enough  to  hold  the 
elevator  up  during  justihcatioii.  It  is 
(|uite  likelv  that  vou  can  get  a  shoe 
from  tlie  jnanufacturer. 

An  oversize  cam  roll  will  not  do  the 
trick  in  this  case. 

It  is  important  that  the  eyebolts  be 
'  properly  adjusted.  One  eyebolt  is 
e<iuipped  with  a  flat  spring.  From  the 
point  where  the  rounded  part  of  this 
eveholt  meets  the  threaded  part  to  the 
end  of  the  link  or  barrel  the  space  is 
l.'l  16  inch.  I>et  the  other  eyebolt  for 
a  space  of  inch.  Now,  when  the 
connecting  link  is  in  place,  if  the  eleva¬ 
tor  jaws  do  not  align  with  the  inter¬ 
mediate  channel  rails,  adjust  by  the 
screw  and  lock-nut  in  the  auxiliary 
lever  under  the  first  elevator  cam.

Wrong  Justification 
and  Overthrows 

QOiir  caster  overthrows  and  the 
•  justification  spaces  are  wrong 
size.  This  happens  often  enough  to  be 
very  annoying.  We  do  not  seem  to 
he  able  to  eliminate  this  trouble  per¬ 
manently.  Any  suggestions? 

A  There  are  some  20  to  25  causes 
■  for  overthrows.  Since  you  write 
that  the  overthrows  affect  the  justify¬ 
ing  spaces,  the  trouble  may  be  in  the 
“B”  pin  block  on  the  right  side  of  the 
air  tower.  One  of  the  hard  to  find 
and  less  common  cause  is  small 
cracks  between  the  air  holes  in  the 
cross  girt  in  the  air  tower.  This  will 
permit  air  to  enter  two  or  more  air 
lines  for  each  hole  in  the  paper.  The 
leather  packing  2G2  must  fit  the  curve 
of  the  cross  girt  properly.  Any  flut¬ 
tering  of  the  paper  will  permit  air  to 
enter  the  hole  on  either  side  of  the 
punch-out  in  the  paper. 

Cut  a  piece  of  fine  waterproof  sand¬ 
paper  to  fit  between  the  pin  wheels  of 
the  tower.  Place  it  in  the  tower, 
smooth  side  down,  and  with  the  paper 
tension  bars  lowered  but  not  clamped 
tight,  pull  the  sandpaper  back  and 
forth  under  the  leather  packing  until 
it  has  an  even  bearing  across  its  full 
length.  Check  the  results.  Clean  the 
cross  girt  and  inspect  the  sidewall  of 
the  holes  leading  to  the  air  pins  giving 
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SyA/TfiOAf  Vitr.Hns

I  If  there  are  tracks,  proceed  as  fol- 
i  lows:  ■V  brass  cross  pirt  may  he  re¬ 
paired  by  cuttint:  small  wood  pegs,  in¬ 
serting  them  in  the  holes  and  filling 
the  cracks  between  with  liquid  solder. 
After  letting  it  dry  overnight,  carefully 
remove  the  pegs  with  a  twisting  mo¬ 
tion  so  as  not  to  loosen  the  solder  anil 
very  carefully  refinish  the  top.  If  the 
cross  girt  is  of  pot  metal,  fill  the  holes 
in  the  same  manner  and  obtain  some 
silver  filling  material  from  a  dentist 
and  fill  the  cracks  with  this.  Let  it  set 
overnight  and  refinish, 
i  If  the  leather  packing  or  the  cross 
girl  is  not  the  cause  of  your  trouble, 
it  may  he  in  the  air  lines,  worn  pin 
jaws  slijtping  over  pins,  pins  sticking 
due  to  being  worn,  or  an  extended  air 
I  pin  spring  exerting  too  much  pressure 
,  on  the  pin.  etc.  if  two  or  more  pins 
;  raise  instead  of  a  single  pin  there  is 
I  a  leak  between  the  holes  in  the  block. 

I  usually  at  thi'  base  of  the  block  where 
I  it  conta«‘ts  the  main  stand. 

Hemove  the  entire  pin  hlo<  k.  Stone 
off  the  main  stand  and  the  bottom  of 
the  block  lightly  with  a  large  fine 
stone.  Put  a  very  thin  film  of  Form- 
a-(iasket  or  a  like  compound  on  the 
bottom  of  the  block,  taking  care  to 
wipe  the  compound  out  of  the  air  pin 
lodes  before  replacing  the  block  on  the 
machine,  tighten  the  block  securely  to 
the  main  stand  and  reassemble,  care¬ 
fully  inspecting  all  parts.

Kven  with  utmost  vigilance  and 
model  conditions,  errors  will  creep  in 
and,  when  deadlines  have  to  be  met, 
they  multiply.  Most  boners,  blunders, 
bulls,  bloomers,  lapses,  or  slips  are 
caused  by  distractions,  inattention, 
noi.ses,  hurrving  through  a  sheaf  of 
galleys,  or  reading  abstractedly  when 
enthralled  by  the  text.  Therefore  a 
good  proofreader  must  he  experienced, 
-ludious,  well-read  and  most  of  all  a 
stylist.  He  must  have  an  eijuahle  tem¬ 
perament  and  keep  himself  serene 
above  printshop  hubbub. 

In  a  practical  Standartl  Dictionary, 
we  have  found  two  errors  —  by  chance. 
T  here  may  be  more,  hut  we’ve  had  no 
reason  or  occasion  to  go  through  the 
works.  So,  if  the  master  surveyors  or 
analvsls  of  the  history  of  English  syn¬ 
onymy  can  be  chalked  up  with  errors, 

I  don't  blame  yourself  if  you  make  a 
/«;/.»  />as  now  and  then  under  “trying 
conditions."  On  a  newspaper  there  is 
iisuallv  no  double  checking;  after  your 
'tint,  it’s  up  to  the  operator,  galley 
corrector,  and  make-up  man  with  their 
respective  responsibilities.  "No  man  is 
an  island,  wholly  unto  himself"  —  .lohn 
Donne.  16th-century  poet. 

The  various  proofreading  charts  are 
more  or  less  obsidele;  they  hark  back 
to  hand-set  days  (you  can’t  use  a  mark 
for  an  inverted  letter  because  mats 
can’t  be  cast  that  way) .  .Xny  simplified, 
understandable  system  for  marking 
caps,  small  caps,  italics,  indentions, 
punctuation,  etc.,  will  do.  Few  authors 
or  writers  and  least  of  all  customers, 
refer  to  charts  when  reading  proofs. 
Red  or  blue  pencil  is  preferable  but  not 
essential. 

Some  proofreaders  are  expected  to

Q  Am  ron fused  by  these  terms  and 
m  have  been  told  that  they  are  syno¬ 
nyms  for  a  halftone  screen, 

A  The  confusion  is  quite  common 
Ai.  and  the  information  incorrect. 
Mezzotint  refers  to  a  method  of  intaglio 
engraving  invented  ( 1642)  hy  Ludwig 
von  Siegen  and  characterized  by  great 
perfection  and  luxuriously  soft  tones. 
The  laboriousness,  difficult  technique, 
and  small  numlier  of  good  impressions 
yielded  by  mezzotint  caused  the  process 
to  become  obsolete  and  a  forgotten  art 
except  among  a  few  dilettante  engrav¬ 
ers  having  the  necessary  skill,  time, 
and  patience  to  utilize  it  as  an  individ¬ 
ualistic  art  medium. 

Some  of  the  mentioned  confusion 
ari.ses  from  the  fact  that  mezzotint  gave 
results  similar  to  the  Talbot-Klic  (du^t 
grain  I  process  of  photogravure,  a  situ¬ 
ation  causing  the  name  of  the  imuess 
to  be  erroneously  apjdied  to  the  grain 
halftone  screen  deviseil  (1897)  by  the 
Britisher,  Janies  \\  heeler.  Hut  the 
correct  name  of  the  screen  was  metzo¬ 
graph  -  -  not  mezzotint  or  inezzograph

Casting  Box  Temperature 

Q  During  a  recent  mechanical  con- 
•  ference,  changes  of  the  manufac¬ 
turers  arrangement  for  controlling  box 
temperature  were  advocated.  It  is  my 
understanding  the  newer  plan  is  in¬ 
tended  to  maintain  the  same,  or  lower, 
temperature  on  the  upper  half  of  the 
box  as  exists  at  the  lower  half  of  the 
curved  casting  box.  What  are  your 
views  on  this  plan? 

A  The  plan  advocated  is  not  con- 
sistent  with  all  of  the  casting  re¬ 
quirements.  The  lower  half  of  the  box 
is  insulated  by  the  mat  on  one  side. 
The  upper  half  in  the  area  of  the  steel 
pouring  sheet  is  not  insulated  on  either 
side.  Also,  it  is  a  recjuirement  of  cast¬ 
ing  stereotype  plates  to  provide  a  place 
for  the  stresses  to  escape  away  from  the 
printing  surface  area,  up  into  the  tail 
section  of  the  casting.  This  calls  for 
keeping  the  tail  section  molten  longer, 
since  stresses  escape  to  the  area  of  the 
casting  molten  longest.  It  is  desirable 
to  keep  the  temperature  of  the  casting 
members  higher  at  the  top  of  the  box. 
in  accordance  with  the  way  the  manu¬ 
facturers  of  the  equipment  arranged 
the  water-cooling  system  to  provide 
and  overcome  the  time-delay  of  mat  in¬ 
sulation. 

Some  degree  of  stress  cannot  be 
avoitled  with  conventional  methods  of 
casting  stereotype  plates.  Unless  the

A  First  of  all,  the  buckling  in  be- 
•  tween  large  48  pt.  type,  and  larger 
typefaces,  in  open  blank  areas  of  the 
mat.  is  due  to  uneven  mat  shrinkage. 

I  neveii  shrinkage  allows  one  area  of 
|)rinling  surfaces  to  contract  more  raji- 
idly  than  another,  thereby  resulting  in 
distortion  of  the  printing  surface  level. 

hen  this  distortion  occurs,  as  in  your 
case,  in  open  space  areas  surrounding 
the  type  letters  it  may  he  suspected  that 
the  spaces  are  being  held  too  tightly, 
in  the  forming-drying  pressure,  to 
shrink  along  with  type  characters, 
thereby  resulting  in  uneven  contraction 
of  the  imprint  -  and  buckles. 

Fast-drying,  high  temperatures  ag¬ 
gravate  this  condition,  since  the  natural 
uniform  contraction  of  the  imprinted

Numbering  Slides 

Q/T'e  do  not  understand  why  the 
m  symbol  \o.  has  to  he  printed  be¬ 
fore  the  figures  every  time  we  use  num¬ 
bering  machines  on  the  press.  This 
does  not  make  too  much  sense  to  us 
since  the  A'o.  has  no  meannig  and  most 
customers  even  ask  for  the  figures  or 
numbers  alone  on  the  job  without  an\ 
prefix. 

A  \^e  agree  with  you  that  there 
'»•  no  particular  neetl  for  the  No.  to 
appear  on  the  printed  copy.  It  doe- 
not  add  anything  to  the  job.  The  onl\ 
reason  it  appears  is  that  it  is  needed 
on  most  standard  typographic  machines 
to  activate  them.  .As  a  matter  of  fact 
any  symbol  can  be  used  in  place  of  the 
No.  to  accomplish  the  same  effect.  In 
many  foreign  countries  an  asterisk  (*^ 
is  used.  This  perhaps  makes  more 
sense  than  the  slide  we  use.  .At  least 
it  draws  attention  to  the  numbers  on 
the  printed  page.  In  some  countries  a 
slide  “Nr.”  is  used  since  this  is  their 
abbreviation  of  the  word  number. 

There  are  ways  of  numbering  with¬ 
out  slides  or  plungers  showing,  through 
the  use  of  center  drive  machines,  frisk- 
ets,  cut  rollers,  etc.  However,  for  ordi¬ 
nary  printers,  plungers  are  a  necessary 
evil  and  we  should  make  the  best  of 
them.  Most  printers  do  not  make 
enough  use  of  letter  slides.  These  can 
be  used  to  advantage  on  chance  tickets.

Cleaning  Numbering  Machines

not  run  them  too  fast  and  on  most 
jobs  we  nurse  them  along  and  heave 
a  sigh  when  the  job  is  done.

The  printers  who  do 
little  nuinherin»  and  keep  their  num- 
hering  machines  in  careless  r-onditiun 
find  numbering  jobs  a  nuisance.  This 
condition  need  not  be  so. 

Since  we  can  guess  that  your  ma¬ 
chines  have  perhaps  never  been  apart, 
this  would  be  a  good  time  to  do  it. 
If  you  cannot  do  it.  send  them  to  one 
of  the  numbering  machine  companies 
for  a  complete  cleaning.  There  is  no 
easy  way  of  removing  the  ink  and  dirt 
accumulated  over  a  periotl  of  years 
without  a  thorough  dismantling. 

Once  the  machines  are  clean  and  in 
good  working  condition  it  will  be  up 
to  y«)u  t«)  keep  them  clean,  and  this  is 
not  difficult.  They  should  he  cleaned 
once  or  twice  a  day  when  in  use  and 
definitely  at  the  end  of  each  job.  be¬ 
fore  storing.  A  solution  «d  kerosene 
and  benzene  is  gootl  or  there  are  .sev¬ 
eral  good  spe<  ific  numbering  machine 
cleaning  fluids  available  at  supply 
houses  in  quart  and  gallon  sizes.  ,Ma- 
t  bines  can  be  left  overnight  in  these 
fluids  and  then  scrubbed  with  a  brush 
in  the  morning  before  being  put  awav 
in  a  drv.  dustprmd  box  or  drawer. 

For  printers  that  do  considerable 
numbering,  there  is  a  good  automatic 
numbering  machine  cleaning  unit  «>n 
the  market.  At  anv  event  never  tise 
gasoline,  carbvm  tetrachloride,  «»r  type 
wash.

High-speed  Numbering 

Qff  e  have  purchased  two  new 
•  presses  and  hope  to  do  number¬ 
ing  jobs  on  them  from  time  to  time. 
W  e  have  some  old  numbering  machines 
that  do  not  work  too  well  on  the  new 
presses.  For  one  thing  they  will  not 
work  at  all  at  top  speed  and  are  not 
dependable  even  at  low  speed.  The 
unit  wheels  seem  to  go  over  too  far  so 
that  the  wheels  do  not  line  up  properly. 
W  hat  can  you  suggest? 

There  are  high-speed  lock  type 
«  numbering  machines  made  speci¬ 
fically  for  use  on  small  cylinder  high¬ 
speed  printing  presses  like  yours. 
Proper  use  of  these  numbering  ma¬ 


chines  will  permit  your  pressman  to 
run  the  presses  at  top  speed.  These 
numbering  machines  are  not  costly  con¬ 
sidering  that  the  savings  involved  in 
one  or  two  davs  of  good  press  running 
will  almost  pay  for  the  numbering  ma- 
cbines.  The  machines  are  made  by  all 
manufacturers  and  are  called  lock 
pawl,  lock  wheel,  or  safety  lock,  etc. 

In  these  machines  the  wheels  lock 
into  position  after  each  impression. 
They  cannot  be  moved  except  when 
the  plunger  is  depressed.  This  prevents 
the  unit  wheel  from  advancing  too  far 
or  out  of  line.  Of  course,  the  machines 
have  to  be  kept  clean  and  properly 
oiled  or  they  will  not  work  well  at  any 
speed. 

If  your  old  machines  are  hadly  worn, 
it  might  pay  to  trade  them  in  for  new 
ones.  Or  if  they  are  still  fairly  good, 
set  them  aside  for  use  on  the  slower 
platen  presses.

it  is  good  and  graljs  llie  new  just  as 
soon  as  it  is  better,”  is  a  sample  of 
the  type  of  interesting  material  used 
in  Tom’s  Talk,  the  house  organ  sent 
out  regularly  by  Tom’s  I’rint  ishop,  133 
S.  Sixth  St.,  Zanesville,  Ohio.  There’s 
room  for  improvement  in  the  general 
layout  and  typographv  of  this  house 
organ,  but  the  subject  matter  is  always 
interesting. 

It’s  funnv.  But  we  wonder.  REGINA 
SERVICES  CORPORATION,  118  E. 
25th  St.,  New  ^ Ork  10,  N.  Y.,  has  issued 
a  humorous  booklet  entitled  “Are  You 
Your  Own  Bottleneck  or  What  Is  Your 
N.Q..''  (Nuisance  (,)uota).”  It  relates 
with  brief  copy  and  appropriate  car¬ 
toons  some  of  the  requests  made  by 
printing  buyers,  and  asks  the  buyer  to 
rate  his  own  N.(,).  Example:  “.\re  you 
the  type  of  printing  buyer  who  pains¬ 
takingly  prepares  50  different  pages  of 
hard-to-read  handwritten  notes  and 
hands  it  to  his  printer  saying,  ‘Set  this 
up  to  fill  an  8'/jxIl  sheet.  Cut  out  some 
wording  wherever  you  think  necessary, 
and  use  the  second  side  if  you  have 
to.’  ”  That  might  be  funny  to  printing 
buyers  with  a  sense  of  humor.  But  all 
such  buyers  don’t  have  a  sense  of  hu¬ 
mor.  Regina  must  have  considered  this 
fact  because  on  the  first  page  is  this 
copy:  “This  test  is  for  good  sports  only, 
and  reserved  for  those  who  purchase 
printing.  Any  relation  between  j>rint- 
ing  buyers  and  pests  is  purely  coinci¬ 
dental  and  does  not  necessarily  reflect 
the  opinions  of  Regina  Services  Corpo¬ 
ration.”  \^’e  still  wonder  if  this  book¬ 
let  raised  the  ire  of  some  printing 
buyers.  .So?netimes  humor  backfires.  It 
should  be  used  carefully  so  as  not  to 
get  the  ill-will  of  any  of  the  people  you 
are  trying  to  sell.  We’d  like  to  hear 
from  Mr.  King  of  Regina  Ser\ices  Cor¬ 


poration  as  to  how  this  booklet  went 
over.  Did  it  bring  any  criticism  from 
humorless  buyers? 

The  little  mailing  cards  we  get  from 
CECIL  H.  WRIGHTSON,  INC.,  74  In¬ 
dia  St.,  Boston  10,  Mass.,  make  wonder¬ 
ful  sense.  They  are  examples  of  excel¬ 
lent  typography.  Also,  they  deal  with 
printers’  problems.  P'or  instance,  “Noth¬ 
ing  can  run  up  a  printer’s  cost  any 
faster  than  searching  the  shop  for  sorts 
in  standing  type,  then  later  replacing 
these  letters,  and  possibly  reprinting  an 
order  because  of  transpositions  in  the 
replacing.”  .\nother  one:  “Typesetting 
does  not  have  to  be  Loss  Leader’ 
wben  you  use  the  services  of  this  mod¬ 
ern  trade  plant.  There’s  a  known  price 
to  which  your  profit  can  be  added, 
.'scores  of  expense  items  are  avoided.” 
F^ach  of  the  cards  in  this  continuing 
monthly  series  deals  directly  with  a 
printer’s  problem.  .No  bombast.  No 
generalized  talking  about  service.  Each 
card  is  an  example  of  good  layout 
which,  we  presume,  many  printers  find 
useful  when  they  set  type  or  have  type 
set  for  a  job. 

W  orth  thinking  about:  Here’s  a  quote 
from  a  letter  written  bv  Louis  J.  Silver, 
THE  CORONET  PRESS,  123  S.  West¬ 
ern  \ve.,  Los  .'\ngeles  4.  Calif.:  “I  al¬ 
ways  study  your  dis|)lays  of  other 
printers’  ads  and  often  wonder  why  a 
good  printer  should  peddle  his  work¬ 
manship  like  a  barker  on  the  eorner. 
A  good  printer  should  sell  on  the  basis 
of  (ptality  and  professional  ability.”

527  E.  Chureh  St..  Jacksonville  2.  Fla., 
sends  out  a  good  institutional  piece  of 
ilirect  mail.

Presses  Are  Thermostatically  Controlled 


Printing  Ihicle  .'^am’s  currency  is  a 
science  where  even  the  temperature 
of  the  ink  is  held  to  within  one  degree 
F.  -At  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  in 
Washington,  thermostatically  regulated 
water  gently  warms  the  ink  to  print 
$480,0(X)  in  $1  silver  certificates  daily. 

“If  the  ink  is  too  cold,  it  won’t  flow 
properly.  If  it’s  too  warm,  it  becomes 
thin  and  may  break  down,”  explained 


L.  .A.  Rich,  engineer  for  the  Powers 
Regulator  Company  wliich  provided 
the  thermostatic  control  equipment. 

Since  the  Bureau  must  adhere  to  a 
tight  printing  schedule  and  keep  waste 
of  costly  paper  to  a  minimum,  accurate 
control  is  essential.  Previously,  valves 
used  to  warm  the  ink  corroded  and 
jammed,  delaying  production.  The  ink 
reservoirs  are  warmed  to  146  degrees 


Thermostatic  controls  are  used  to  main¬ 
tain  ink  temperature  on  this  flatbed  ro¬ 
tary  feed  press  used  by  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  in  Washington  to  print  silver 
certificates.  Not  visible  in  photo  are  Hy¬ 
droguard  water  mixer  (behind  Al  and  dial 
thermometer  (behind  B)  which  registers 
trough  temperature.  Press  is  one  of  eight 
used  by  the  Bureau.  Each  operates  at  40 
sheet  impressions  per  minute,  turning  out 
$480,000  in  $1  certificates  daily.

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Close  up  of  Hydroguard  mixer  shows 
piping  arrangement.  Hot  water  at  160 
degrees  F.  from  a  generator  enters  at  A 
while  cold  water  enters  at  6.  By  turning 
the  control  handle  on  the  mixer,  the  op¬ 
erator  then  blends  the  water  to  the  tem¬ 
perature  desired.  Blended  water  leaves 
at  C.  The  on-off  hand  valve  permits  the 
Hydroguard  to  be  left  at  the  same  posi¬ 
tion  all  the  time.  When  the  operator 
turns  the  hand  valve,  the  woter  is  in¬ 
stantly  at  the  proper  temperature.

F.  by  water  (lowing  through  copper 
tubes  at  six  gallons  per  minute.  The 
water  comes  from  a  Hydroguanl  mixer, 
which  thermostatically  blends  hot  and 
cold  water  to  the  proper  temperature. 
\\  hen  it  leaves  the  reservoir,  the  water 
is  wasted  into  a  drain. 

Each  of  the  eight  presses  printing 
the  bills  is  ecjuipped  with  a  thermo¬ 
static  mixer.  Water  at  160  degrees  F. 
is  provided  by  a  hot-water  generator. 
Cold  water  varying  from  50  to  70  de¬ 
grees  F.  comes  from  city  mains.  Since 
the  eight  presses  operate  at  the  same 
time,  a  variation  in  the  water  tempera¬ 
ture  at  any  one  press  could  conceiv¬ 
ably  affect  the  temperature  at  the 
others. 

“This  is  automatically  compensated 
for  by  the  thermostatic  element  in  the 
Hydroguard,”  Mr.  Rich  explained. 
“The  Hydroguard  continually  modu¬ 
lates  the  blending  of  hot  and  cold 
water  despite  any  fluctuations  in  the 
supply  lines.  If  the  cold  water  fails 
entirely,  the  Hydroguard  shuts  off  the 
entire  water  flow,  preventing  any  over¬ 
heating  of  the  ink.” 

Powers  remote  bulb  thermometers 
register  the  temperature  in  the  reser¬ 


voirs.  The  bulb  of  the  thermometer  is 
in  the  reservoir,  while  the  indicating 
dial  is  mounted  next  to  the  Hydro 
guard  for  operator  convenience.

mat  paper  must  allow  for  the  difference 
in  dispersing  the  mat  water  from  com¬ 
pressed  and  uncompressed  areas  of  the 
mat.  Obviously,  the  water  content 
leaves  the  uncompressed  areas  of  the 
mat  earlier  than  the  compressed  areas. 
Thus,  even  without  pressure  interfer¬ 
ences  with  mat  contraction,  too  rapid 
drying  could  prevent  natural  shrink 
age  of  the  imprinted  mat  paper. 

The  common  remedy  for  this  failure 
is  in  pre-drying  the  page  mats.  This 
increases  paper  strength  against  un¬ 
natural  pressure  interferences  forming 
the  mat,  and  reduces  the  water  content, 
a  factor  in  time  for  dispersing  water 
from  compressed  and  uncompressed 
areas  of  the  imprint.  A  little  less  dry¬ 
ing  temperature  may  assist.  So  also 
would  adjusting  the  pressures  exerted 
over  the  mat  forming  it.

“Vie  feel  that  with  a  printing  depart¬ 
ment,  a  stationery  and  office  supply- 
firm  gives  the  trade  a  complete  service," 
states  McCharles  “Smoky”  Huff,  vice- 
president  and  huyer  for  Buchanan  Sta¬ 
tionery  Co.,  816  Scott  !st.,  ichita 
Falls,  Texas.  Mr.  Huff  adds,  “.\  cus¬ 
tomer  is  afforded  a  consolidation  of  his 
source  of  supplies.  Then,  too,  the  bet¬ 
ter  a  job  you  do  in  printing  in  work 
or  in  customer-relationships  —  the 
more  your  other  departments  are 
helped.”  This  firm  finds  its  stationery 
and  office  furniture  ami  office  supplies 
sales  are  definitely  upped  due  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  printing  depart¬ 
ment. 

Buchanan  Stationery  Co.  is  unique 
in  its  “printing  department  personal¬ 
ity.”  Robert  I^e  Joiner,  superintendent 
of  printing,  has  developed  a  file  system 
that  cements  good  feeling  and  adds  to 
profits  all  around.  His  system  for  con¬ 
trol  of  cuts  is: 

1.  proof  of  the  cut  is  placed  on  a 
file  card.

4.  This  is  filed  permanently,  .''ome 
cards  go  as  far  hack  as  .30  year>. 

-Mr.  Joiner,  a  veteran  in  the  business, 
says,  “\^  ith  this  system  you  can  find 
the  cut  quickly  when  needed.  If  it  is 
out  you  can  tell  the  customer  the  name 
of  the  person  who  signed  for  it  and 
when  it  was  taken.  This  eliminates  mis¬ 
takes,  losses,  and  ill-will.” 


Another  good-will-huilder  in  the 
printing  department  is  a  printed  sam 
pie  case.  This  consists  of  65  standard 
letter  files  with  the  indexes  removed 
and  laid  on  their  sides  in  a  permanent 
file  area.  The  printed  labels  of  the  con 
tents  of  each  file  are  printed  on  each 
one. 

The  contents  cover  a  range  of  all 
ordinary  printing  jobs.  With  the  num 
her  of  the  subdivisions  under  each 
heading,  visual  inspection  is  all  that 
is  necessary  to  locate  a  particular  cate¬ 
gory  for  a  customer  who  is  waiting.  .Xn 
example  are  the  five  subdivisions  umler 
the  heading  of  “Stationery.”  “Cards” 
has  seven  suhtlivisions. 

Mr.  Joiner  ohser\es,  “This  system 
enables  you  to  help  a  customer  who 
has  only  an  idea  in  his  head  and  no 
more.  Aou  are  able  to  give  him  some¬ 
thing  helpful  in  a  moment  or  two  from 
which  he  can  order.  Aou  can  show  it 
to  the  customer.  The  instant  he  sees 
something  similar  to  what  he  has  in 
mind  the  order  is  placed.  This  saves 
time  and,  as  anyone  in  stationery  or

Fur¬ 
ther,  whatever  is  a  headache  in  any  one 
of  these  departments  affects  the  i)rofits 
of  the  other  lines  or  services  carried. 

For  this  well-known  Texas  concern, 
a  member  of  the  National  Stationers 
and  Office  Equipment  .Association, 
smoother  operations  in  the  printing  de¬ 
partment  tie  in  with  more  sales  in  sta¬ 
tionery. 

.'having  a  customer  time  in  placing 
and  securing  his  printing  order  places 
him  in  a  frame  of  mind  to  go  ahead 
and  take  care  of  his  stationery  needs 
while  he  is  in  the  store.  W’ord-of-mouth 
advertising  is  also  created. 

The  [)riiiting  department  at  IJuchan- 
an’s  is  located  on  the  second  floor;  and 
the  customer  has  his  attention  called  to 
its  location  by  a  large  sign  at  the  head 
of  the  stairs  leading  to  the  department.

Color  Helps  If  It's  Used  Right 

Type  was  made  to  he  read.  A  natural 
reatler  resistance  (or  laziness)  causes 
one  to  avoitl  undue  exertion.  So  if  type 
is  not  easy  to  read,  the  chances  are  that 
it  will  not  he  read  well,  if  at  all. 

Columns  and  volumes  have  been 
written  on  how  to  use  type  effectively. 
The  trouble  seems  to  he  that  this  good 
advice  is  not  getting  through  to  some 
of  the  right  people:  the  layout  and 
marku|)  men.  compositors,  and  artists 
who  are  responsible  for  ty|)ography.  At 
least  that's  the  way  it  looks,  judging 
from  some  of  the  "how  not-to-do-its” 
we  have  seen.  Here  are  sotne  examples; 

A  country  club's  weekly  bulletin  was 
printed  in  a  pale,  washed-out  green  ink 
on  cockle  finish  white  pa|)er.  It  took 
consi<lerahle  effort  to  read  the  10-point 
solid,  liglitface  sans  serif  type  set  in 
28-pica  measure,  investigating  this 
case,  the  piessman  told  me  a  transpar¬ 
ent  green  ink  bail  been  use<l.  That 
made  a  total  of  about  three  errors  in 
flesign  in  one  job,  a  triple  bogey  on  any 
course.  W  bile  still  a  classy  looking  job 
over  all.  it  was  a  flop  as  far  as  utility 
was  concerned.  Hn  later  issues  a  darker 
shade  of  opatpie  green  ink  was  usetl, 
and  a  holder  typeface  set  in  two  col¬ 
umns  further  improved  its  readability. 

■A  paper  house  sent  out  a  monthlv 
desk  calendar  in  the  fortn  of  a  small 
folder,  a  sample  of  an  antiipie  cover 
stock  in  a  dark  red-orange  c(dor.  While 
the  front  was  suitably  (trinted  by  the 
(laper  mill  with  a  hold  block  type  in 
black  and  royal  blue,  the  local  <listrihu- 
tor’s  message  on  the  hack  was  printed 
with  llodoni  Hold  type  in  silver.  It  wa* 
only  by  getting  just  the  right  angle  of 
reflection  tin  the  silver  that  the  type 
coulil  he  reatl,  hut  who  would  go  to  all 
that  trouble';' 

In  work  of  this  kind,  a  sample  of  the 
stock  to  he  imprinted  enclosetl  in  the 
job  ticket  would  enable  the  markup 
man  to  select  an  appropriate  ty  peface. 
The  motlern  typefaces  with  delicate

to  be  used  on  enamel  ancl  other  smooth 
finish  papers,  never  on  rough  finishes; 
and  silver  is  a  most  unsuitable  color 
for  any  kind  of  small  reading  matter. 
So  the  score  on  this  job  was  a  double 
bogey. 

•Xnother  error  commoidy  seen  is  the 
use  of  a  light  typeface  in  color.  bile 
the  use  of  color  has  attention-getting 
value,  the  face  of  any  type  in  color 
should  lie  proportionately  heavier  as 
the  density  of  the  c(df>r  u^ed  decreases. 
For  instam’e: 

Fse  a  hold  type  for  medium  red. 
green,  and  blue. 

I  se  an  extra  h<dd  tyi)e  for  light  blue, 
green,  red,  and  medium  orange. 

^  ellow  should  never  he  used  for  a 
type  line  unless  the  background  con¬ 
trasts  with  yellow  enough  to  make  it 
easily  legible,  and  then  a  bold  block 
tyjte  design  is  best,  bellow  is  most 
effective  as  a  background  for  type  in 
black,  green,  or  blue. 

One  of  .America's  most  eminent  typo- 
gra|thic  designers.  Douglas  (i.  McMur- 
trie.  advised  against  the  use  of  color 
for  any  type  line  He  recommended 
cidor  as  a  decoration,  background,  bor- 
<ier.  or  other  embellishment.  However, 
while  color  does  gi\e  type  attention 
value  and  attractiveness,  it  also  makes 
it  relatively  less  readable  unless  we  add 
to  the  weight  of  the  face  to  compensate 
for  the  loss  in  density  of  color. 

Well-planned  composition  .should 


indicate  what  type  or  other  elements 
are  to  be  in  color.  Then  the  proper 
weight  and  design  of  type  can  be  se¬ 
lected  to  make  it  really  effective.

Photopolymer  Printing  Plates 


A  special  meeting  was  held  in  Phil 
adelphia  on  Fehriiar\'  4  which  was  at- 
tendetl  hy  representatives  of  seven  na¬ 
tional  firaphic  arts  trade  associations 
and  five  international  unions.  At  thi> 
nieetina  the  DuPont  (iompany  present- 
e<l  a  special  progress  report  on  it^  j)ho 
topolynier  printing  plates.  Incluiled 
was  a  plateinaking  demonstration. 

The  report  was  given  hy  Paul  11. 
''tnith.  manager  of  Photopolymer  Print¬ 
ing  Plate  l)evelo[)ment.  Photo  Product' 
Department  of  the  DuPont  (iompaiu. 

The  following  material  has  been  ex¬ 
cerpted  from  Mr.  Smith’s  talk: 

Our  purpose  in  holding  this  meeting 
Is  to  give  leaders  of  union  and  man¬ 
agement  groups  which  have  evpres'ed 
considerahle  interest  in  thi'  develop¬ 
ment  a  special  report  on  technical  as¬ 
pect'  of  photopolymer  printing  plate' 
and  a  first-hand  opportunitv  to  see  how 
a  jilate  is  exposed.  proce"ed.  and 
printed. 

Photopolymer  printing  plate',  devel¬ 
oped  and  heing  tested  liy  the  Du  Pont 
Oompany.  will  hecome.  we  lielieve.  a 
'ignificant  contrihution  to  the  printing 
art.  The  light-weight,  (lexihle  plastic 
[date  is  photosensitive.  It  i'  called  a 
"photoptily mer."  because  when  exposed 
to  ultra-vi(det  light,  it  "polymeri/.es'’ 
or  becomes  iti'oluble.  To  jiroduce  a 
photorelief  image,  a  prepared  "nega¬ 
tive”  is  placed,  in  contact,  over  the 
photosensitive  plate.  An  iiltra-vicdet 
light  passes  through  the  clear  areas  of 
the  negative  and  the  exposed  area' 
harden. 

I  he  unexposed  areas  remain  soluble 


and  are  removed  by  a  simple  washout 
process  to  produce  what  we  call  a 
photorelief  printing  plate  —  of  excel¬ 
lent  photographic  definition  and  dur¬ 
able  enough  for  long  pressruns.  Plastic 
"photorelief  plates”  such  as  these  rep¬ 
resent  approximately  10  years  of  re¬ 
search  by  the  Du  Pont  Company. 

We  are  happy  that  photopolymer 
printing  plates  show  considerable 
promise.  Hut  we  wish  to  emphasize 
that  the  filates  are  still  exjierimental. 
Ihe  availability  of  photopolymer  ma¬ 
terials  is  still  limited  and  reserved 
mainly  for  evaluation  purposes.  In 
keeping  with  Du  Pout's  policy  —  to 
research  its  developments  very  care¬ 
fully  before  forming  product  specifica¬ 
tions  and  claims — we  have  been,  and 
are.  devoting  considerable  time  and 
money  to  this  program  —  more  than  a 
million  dollars  a  year.  We  expect  to 
have  a  decision  to  scale  up  for  com¬ 
mercial  proiluction  as  soon  as  our 
evaluation  program  is  completed. 

rids  is  a  sheet  of  unprocessed  pho 
tosensitive  plastic  (showing),  which 
is  bonded  to  a  metal  backing  and  is 
ipdte  durable.  With  the  proper  back 
ing.  it  is  flexible  and  lightweight.  The 
bonding  layer  is  unaffected  by  expo 
sure.  Tbe  support  may  be  steel  or  alu¬ 
minum.  and  perhaps  other  types  of 
support  might  be  employetl.  The  rigid, 
aluminum  supjiort  is  for  flat-bed  print¬ 
ing.  The  steel-hased  plates  are  flexible 
and  may  be  used  either  flat  or  curved, 
for  rotary  iirinting.

We 
call  this  Type  150  plate.  The  thickness 
of  the  photopolymer  layer  is  10  thou- 
samlths,  for  10  thousandths  relief. 
Mere  are  two  flexible  steel-haseil  plates, 
which  may  In*  used  for  either  flat-hed 
or  rotary  printing  —  this  one.  Type  50, 
has  a  thickness  of  ,50  thousands  for  .30 
thousandths  relief;  this  one,  Type  60. 
60  thousandths  for  40  thousandths  re¬ 
lief.  Various  jilate  sizes  up  to  18x24" 
have  been  used.  The  maxinuini  size  of 
all  types  for  the  present  will  he  20x24". 
In  the  last  month,  we  have  been  ex¬ 
perimenting  with  aluminum-hacked 
plates  with  a  total  thickness  of  180 
thousandths  and  240  thousandths. 

As  you  will  see  during  our  platemak¬ 
ing  demonstration,  the  eipiipment  (for 
plate  processing)  need  not  l)e  elabo¬ 
rate.  Vie  have  been  interested  in  two 
main  categories  of  equipment.  First, 
exposure  e(iuipment,  including  the 
printing  frame,  in  which  the  negative 
is  held  in  contact  with  the  photopoly¬ 
mer  plate,  and  the  ultra-violet  light 
source.  Second,  the  washout  equip¬ 
ment.  In  addition,  there  are  a  few 
accessories,  such  as  a  conditioning 
cabinet.  The  printing  frame  is  staml- 
ard  vacuum-type  etpiipment  which  has 
been  modified  slightly. 

Phis  tank  (showing  sketch)  would 
he  suitable  for  either  flat  or  rotary-ex- 
po«.ed  plates.  The  plates  are  simplv 
supported  in  the  tank  and  rotate  dur¬ 
ing  washout  in  such  a  way  as  to  he 
<'ompletely  exposed  to  the  spray  from 
the  nozzles.  .A  complete  set  of  etjuip- 
ment  installed  might  cost  as  little  as 
•S.i.OOO,  which  is  levs  than  we  j)revious- 
ly  e'timated. 

I.et  me  explain  our  field  evaluation 
program.  First,  we  conducted  exten- 
vive  printing  tests  within  our  own  or¬ 
ganization --  both  flat-heil  and  rotarv. 


These  tests  began  in  1951,  hut  on  a  very 
limited  basis  for  several  years.  The  re¬ 
sults  indicated  that  we  had  a  product 
which  made  possible  photographic 
preparation  of  a  plastic  relief  plate 
which  could  he  used  for  letterpress 
printing.  The  next  logical  step  was  to 
set  up  an  external  testing  program,  as 
was  done  early  last  year. 

W  e  felt  it  necessary  to  install  equip¬ 
ment,  such  as  you  will  see,  in  a  few 
locations  in  order  to  tletermine  how  the 
platemaking  system  would  work  in  ac¬ 
tual  practice.  Thus,  we  proceeded  to 
establish  two  types  of  test  sites  — 
Process  and  Proiluct.  Process  test  sites 
are  those  where  platemaking  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  installed  and  plant  per- 
vonnel  have  been  trained  to  produce 
photorelief  plates.  Product  test  sites 
are  those  for  which  finished  photore¬ 
lief  plates  made  at  our  Printing  Devel- 
opement  I.ahoratory  are  supplied  to 
the  printer  for  pressruns. 

Our  process  sites  include:  commer¬ 
cial  printing  —  (!ox  Printing  Co.;  book 
printing — Kand  McNally  &  Co.; 
packaging  -  Marathon  Corp.  and  Yo¬ 
der  of  Middletown;  periodical  printing 

Kansas  (ador  Press. 

The  amount  of  work  that  we  have 
been  able  to  do  with  individual  test 
sites  has  varied  considerably  —  from 
one  plate  to  several  hundred.

(irintiii”  plate,  but  we  believe  we  know 
of  many  wliich  seem  to  be  a  natural 
for  it.  The  best  economic  use  of  (iboto- 
polymer  print  in”  (ilates  involves  the 
whole  process  from  original  copy,  or 
art,  to  the  finished  plate  —  much  as  is 
the  case  with  offset  printin':,  flombina- 
tion  text  and  halftone  plates  are  made 
as  easily  as  all-text  or  all-halftone.  The 
{:reatest  economy  of  a  comhination 
plate  will  usually  he  obtained  where 
text  is  jihotoset  aiul  original  art  or  con¬ 
tinuous-tone  prints  are  supplied.  The 
halftone  work  is  then  screened  and 
stripped  up  with  the  photoset  type  to 
provide  a  suitable  negative.  From  this 
negative,  as  many  original  photopoly- 
nier  plates  as  needed  may  be  made;  or 
a  mold  or  mat  can  be  made,  followed 
by  conventional  dujdicate  electrotypes 
or  stereotypes.  The  cost  for  each  indi¬ 
vidual  case  must  be  calculated  in  order 
to  determine  the  relative  economy  of 
using  photopolymer.  At  our  present 
I)rice  of  about  $10.00  per  square  foot, 
photopolymer  is  too  expensive  for  some 
applications.  Newspapers,  for  example, 
printing  multiple  up  with  stereos, 
would  find  photopolymer  printing 
plates  quite  expensive.  However,  in  the 
case  of  trade  newspapers  printing  full- 
page  ads  one  or  two  up,  significant 
economies  can  he  realized. 


It  ajqtears  that  shortrnn  book  i)rint- 
ing  of  largely  text  matter  will  not 
justify  use  of  photopoKmer  printing 
plates  at  the  present  price.  However, 
books  containing  high  percentages  of 
halftones  and  cuts  can  he  i)roduced 
economically  with  jihotopolymer.  The 
economics  of  periodical  printing  de¬ 
pend  to  some  extent  on  the  cost  of  con¬ 
verting  siqtplied  ads  to  a  usable  nega¬ 
tive.  This  added  cost  tnay  he  offset  by 
the  plus-factor>  of  multiple  imf)Osition 
or  even  wrap-around  [dates  when  new 
prc'ses  are  available.  Kediiced  make- 
ready  appears  likely  and,  of  course,  the 
10-mil  relief  eliminates  much  of  the 
need  for  routing.  In  news  tvqte  |)eriod- 
icals,  the  later  news  deadline  permitted 
with  [diotopolymer  |)rinting  [ilates  can 
be  translated  into  money. 

In  folding  box  printing,  the  ability 
to  nest  patterns  on  the  |)late  |)hoto- 
graphically  is  attractive.  Wrap-around 
plates  that  can  later  be  stored  flat  will 
help  this  industry.  Business  form  [)rint 
ing  via  rotary  letterpress  lends  itself 
well  to  use  of  photopolymer  i)lates 
since  rotary -exposed  |)lates  have  no 
distortion  normally  found  in  plates 
made  flat  and  later  curved.  However, 
we  have  not  successfully  printed 
against  steel  impression  rolls.  Dry  off¬ 
set  (or  indirect  rotary  letterpress)  ap¬ 
plication  seems  to  produce  excellent 
results  with  photopolymer  printing 
[dates,  at  two  to  three  times  regular 
speed.  However,  our  [)iesent  price  may

In  the  commercial  field,  all  sorts  of 
conditions  are  encountered  and,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  if  photography  enters  into  the  pic¬ 
ture  significantly,  then  the  photopoly- 
mcr  printing  plate  has  a  place. 

In  summing  up  the  economics,  it 
can  he  said  that  the  |ihotopolymer 
printing  plate  has  its  best  chance  to¬ 
day  where  maximum  use  is  made  of 
photography,  where  speed  in  platemak¬ 
ing  is  needed,  and  where  a  reduction 
in  press  makercady  is  significant.

to  ask  for  “(»nly  minimum  amend¬ 
ments”  this  year  and  wait  until  after 
the  1%0  elections  to  press  for  full 
Taft-Hartley  repeal.  “The  ITU  em¬ 
phatically  disagrees  with  this  hat-in¬ 
hand  approach,”  Mr.  Brown  said.  “The 
vagaries  of  our  national  political  winds 
are  as  unpredictable  as  a  tropical  hur¬ 
ricane.  Organized  labor  cannot  afford 
to  put  all  its  Taft-llartley  amendment 
eggs  in  the  one  basket  of  the  1%0  elec¬ 
tions.”  He  asserted  again  that  the  ITU 
has  been  a  “prime  target”  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Labor  Relations  Hoard  and  its 
general  counsel  since  the  Taft-Hartley 
Act  was  passed. 

Fight  Parcel  Post  Rate  Hike 

HKARINGS  began  here  in  late  Feb¬ 
ruary  on  the  Post  Office  Dettartment’s 
|)etition  to  the  Interstate  (Commerce 
(iommission  for  a  whopping  increase 
in  |iarcel  post  charges.  This  year,  for 
the  first  time,  various  business  groups 
are  fighting  the  proposed  increases  be¬ 
fore  the  ICC. 

The  Parcel  Post  Association,  made 
up  of  retailers,  service  industries,  and 
diverse  groups  fighting  the  jiarcel  post 
hike,  has  filed  its  second  petition 
against  the  increase,  in  answer  to  the 
Post  Office  Department’s  first  reply  to 
the  association’s  first  statement  against 
it  before  the  ICC. 

The  lines  of  contention  now  are 
clearly  drawn.  The  Parcel  Post  Asso¬ 
ciation  planned,  after  the  ICC  hear¬ 
ings  began,  to  ask  for  a  recess  of  one 
month  or  perhaps  even  two  months 
in  which  to  study  the  Post  Office  De¬ 
partment’s  original  petition,  and  its 
counter-charges,  and  also  to  marshal 
support  among  other  business  groups 
against  the  parcel  post  hike.  If  the 
fight  becomes  as  bitter  as  it  seems  to 
be  getting,  Mr.  Sumnierfield  may  have 
trouble  ramming  this  further  increase 
through.
